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FOREWORD 


It is a matter of pleasure that the Sixth Annual Report of the Higher Education Department, Government 
of West Bengal is being published. This is a status report on the different institutions working in the field of 
higher education in the state. In addition, it highlights the achievements of the Government in broad terms 
during 1997-98, with emphasis on policies, programmes and their implementation. 


I take this opportunity to enumerate some of our efforts. The main thrust of our policy has been on 
the qualitative improvement in the field of higher education scenario—not only in the upgradation of classroom, 
library and laboratory facilities, but also in creating an optimum ambience for teacher-student interaction. 
Secondly, we are following a policy of decentralisation of higher education by establishing new colleges in the 
remotest corners of our state. Thirdly, we are continuing our effort of diversification of the subject composition 
of the colleges by introducing modern subjects (e. g. Computer Science, Electronics, Molecular Biology, 
Journalism, Sociology and Physical Education), while keeping a balance with the traditional ones. Fourthly, we 
are encouraging introduction of vocational subjects that may generate job opportunities together with the 
prospect of self-employment. Fifthly, the relevance of Engineering and Technological education is emphasized 
so that adequate number of qualified technical personnel can be generated to uphold the continuing development 
programmes of our state and the country as a whole. Sixthly, we also have a policy to focus on the optimum 
utilisation of all the available resources for all-round development of higher education ; as such, we encourage 
exploration and mobilisation of any internal resource to stand self-sufficient. Finally, it is iterated that improvement 
in higher education cannot be achieved without proper accountability, at all stages, of those involved in this 
field. 


In pursuance of the policies mentioned above. the Netaji Subhas Open University has been established 
to provide opportunities of higher education to all those who cannot be accommodated in conventional 
institutions owing to socio-economic conditions or other limitations and to those who are employed, housewives 
or just wishing to upgrade their knowledge. It will serve even the remote areas through correspondence, mass 
media and study centres. 


Three new degree colleges have been established in different parts of the state to bring higher education 
to the door-step of the people. Side by side twenty-six new subjects in Arts and Science streams (Pass and 
Honours) have been granted administrative approval to fourteen colleges. Post-graduate courses in two subjects 
have been introduced in two Government Colleges. Vocational subjects such as Computer Applications, Tax 
Procedures, Advertisement and Tourism and Travel Management are being introduced to increase the relevance 
of education to employment, including self-employment. At the same time, steps have been taken to expand 
and strengthen Engineering and Technological Education. A new engineering college— Institute of Engineering 
and Management at Salt Lake, Calcutta has started admitting students. Post-graduate course has been introduced 
in the Bengal Engineering College (Deemed University). Financial grants have been provided to the various types 
of colleges and institutes for renovation and new construction of buildings. 


This report does not include the result of other efforts that are aimed at improving the quality of education.

CHAPTER - I 
ADMINISTRATIVE SET UP OF THE HIGHER EDUCATION DEPARTMENT 


INTRODUCTION 

This report is being published for the sixth year in succession. It covers the activities of the Department of Higher 
Education of the Government of West Bengal for the year 1997-98. The information on other departments of 
education, is not included here. The report presents the status of higher education in the state and has no relevance 
as a Government Order or other official proclamations. 


PRESENT STATUS 

The Department of Higher Education came into existence when the function of the Education Department was 
split in 1977. The Department exercises, in varying degrees, administrative control on and gives financial support 
to the educational institutions such as the General Degree Colleges, State Universities, organisations such as the 
West Bengal Council of Higher Education, The West Bengal State Book Board, The West Bengal College Service 
Commission, etc. 


ADMINISTRATIVE SET UP 

The topmost executive of the administrative set up in Higher Education is the Hon ble Minister-in-Charge of Higher 
Education. He is the guiding figure in the total administrative set up at both Department and Directorate levels. 
At present Prof. Satyasadhan Chakraborty is the Minister-in-Charge of Higher Education. 

The Principal Secretary is the senior-most officer in the Deptt. of Higher Education. He is assisted by a 
Special Secretary, Joint Secretaries, Deputy Secretaries, Assistant Secretaries and Officers-on Special Duty. The 
Principal Secretary also functions as the secretary to the Chancellor of the Universities:connected with the 
Department. ы 

The Department of Higher Education is comprised of a number of Branches, namely, University Branch, 
Appointment Branch, College (Non-Govt.) Branch, Training College Branch, Budget Branch, Technical 
(Engineering) Branch, Govt. College Branch, Social Education Branch, N.C.C. Branch, N.S.S. Branch, Physical 
Education Branch, Rabindra Rachanabali Branch, State Archives, Miscellaneous Branch, Chancellor's Secretariat 
and District Gazetteers Branch. 


EDUCATION DIRECTORATE 
The commitment of the Department of Higher Education in financial and administrative matters of 
the College (Govt. and Non-Govt.) Branches is carried out through the Education Directorate. The 
Directorate is headed by the Director of Public Instruction who is also an ex-officio Secretary to the Govt. of 
West Bengal. 1 
The О.Р.1. is assisted by Deputy Directors of Public Instruction (DDPIs) and Assistant Directors of Public 
Instruction (ADPIs). The sections of the Education Directorate which deal with various matters related to the 
Colleges include : Appointment, College (Non-Govt. and Govt.), Pay Packet (PPS), U.G.C., Training, Accounts, 
Physical Training, Scholarships & Stipends, Planning & Statistics (P & S), Social Education, Hindi Education, 
National Cadet Corps (N.C.C.) and Law. There are also some special cells under the Directorate, namely, Audit 
Cell, Law Cell, etc., The sectional activities are performed under the supervision of different DDPIs/ADPIs. 
Besides, there are Accounts and Administrative officers who supervise functions like release of pay-packet, grants, 


pension, drawal of salaries etc. 


DIRECTORATE OF TECHNICAL EDUCATION 
The Higher Education Department exercises administrative and financial control over the engineering and 
technological colleges in this State through the Directorate of Technical Education which is headed by the 
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Director of Technical Education (D.T.E.). The D.T.E. is assisted by Additional Director of Technical Education, 
Joint Director of Technical Education, and Deputy Director of Technical Education, Assistant Directors of 
Technical Education and other staff members. 


DISTRICT LEVEL ADMINISTRATION 


There are three Regional Education Offices under the Education Directorate located in Calcutta, Chinsurah and 
Jalpaiguri, controlling Presidency, Burdwan and Jalpaiguri divisions respectively. Deputy Regional Education 
Officers (D.R.E.O.) are in charge of these three offices now. They have the status of ex-officio A.D.P.I. The 
D.R.E.O.;s assist ће D.P.I. in the supervision of the Non-Govt. Colleges. The D.R.E.O., Jalpaiguri also releases 
the pay packet for colleges in Jalpaiguri and Coochbehar districts.

The Scholarship and Stipend section deals with the following Post-Madhyamik Scholarship Schemes :

It has been established in 1994 for overall improvement of Higher Education. 


WEST BENGAL COLLEGE SERVICE COMMISSION 

The Organisation came into existence in 1979 to prepare panels of candidates for filling up of vacant posts in 
Undergraduate Non-Govt. Colleges. The Commission also organises State Level Eligibility Test (SLET) for the 
selection of candidates for non-Government colleges. 

WEST BENGAL DISTRICT GAZETTEERS 

This wing publishes/reprints the Gazetteers of different districts. 


PASCHIM BANGA HINDI ACADEMY 
This Academy has been promoting the cause of Hindi in West Bengal since, 1990. 


STATE ARCHIVES 


It is a specialised wing of the Department of Higher Education functioning as a repository of historical 
records. 


BOARD OF COMMERCIAL EDUCATION 


This Board conducts Government Commercial Courses Special Examinations for testing proficiency in typewriting 
and stenography.

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CHAPTER -II 
MAIN ACTIVITIES AND ACHIEVEMENTS DURING 1997-98 


INTRODUCTION 


This financial year marks the beginning of Ninth Five Year Plan. Despite the resource crunch, it is marked 
by distinctive achievements on the part of the Higher Education Department. This has been possible due to 
the continuous support of the people of West Bengal. It is, therefore, not surprising that the Government will 
try its utmost to fulfil the expectations of the people of the State. The Higher Education Department under 
the able stewardship of Prof. Satyasadhan Chakraborty, Hon'ble Minister-in-Charge, has been trying to extend 
the benefits of higher education to every corner of the State. Programmes have been taken to expand 
course options and to diversify subjects in non-urban areas. An Open University has been established for the 
benefit of those who cannot attend regular colleges. The College Service Commission, West Bengal has been 
conducting State Level Eligibility Test for fair and regular selection of candidates for teaching posts in Non- 
Government Colleges. The West Bengal State Council of Higher Education is engaged in co-ordinating the 
activities of State Universities and in advising the state Government on various issues connected with 
higher education. 


POLICIES 


The year under review will have to be viewed in the context of the following principles, used as guidelines while 
undertaking different programmes for higher education. 


(i) Expansion of access to higher education and decentralisation of power-base. 
(ü) Equity in educational opportunity and social justice. 
(iii) Consolidation and qualitative improvement of colleges and expanding the base of social relevance of 
higher education. 
(iv) Linkage of education to employment through vocationalization. 
(v) Emphasis on engineering and technological education. 
(vi) Diversification of subject composition. 
(vii) Emphasis on scientific research. 
(ин) Emphasis at the same time on arts, culture, languages, physical education and humanistic values. 
(ix) Mobilisation of internal resources. 
(x) Accountability at all stages. 


ALLOTMENT IN THE EDUCATION BUDGET 
The total budgetary provision for the year was Rs. 398,71,16,000/- 


ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW COLLEGES 

The State Government has established three degree level colleges in different districts of West Bengal 
to respond positively to the demands of the locality. Here the emphasis has been on expansion of educational 
facilities to non-urban areas. As a result, more and more rural areas will come under the coverage of 
higher education map of West Bengal and the students from far-flung areas will have higher education at their 


door-step.

AFFILIATION OF NEW TEACHING SUBJECTS IN COLLEGES 


The State Government, as in previous years, has vigorously pursued the policy of decentralisation, enrichment 
and upgradation of colleges throughout the state. Altogether 14 colleges have been provided affiliation in 26 
different subjects as per table given below.

The above figures indicate that the Department of Higher Education has given preference to sanctioning affiliation 
in Hons. subjects than pass subjects. Emphasis on science has also been given. The interests of rural area colleges 
have received preferential treatment by the Department. 

In addition, two post-graduate subjects have been introduced in two Govt. Colleges—Presidency 
College : Geology and Hooghly Mohasin College: Physiology. 


TECHNICAL EDUCATION 


Keeping in pace with the rapid progress in modem industry and global liberalisation, Govt. of West Bengal 
has given special emphasis on the development of technical manpower and proper utilisation of highly trained 
technical personnel to achieve the motto of self-reliance of our country. 

Modern laboratory and workshop facilities have been improved to a great extent in the Engineering 
and Technological departments at Jadavpur University, B.E. College (D.U.), Calcutta University, Jalpaiguri 
Govt. Engineering College and other technological Colleges. 

Newly established Engineering Colleges - Kalyani, Haldia and Salt Lake, Calcutta have opened up new 
subjects to cater to the needs of modern Industries; These include Instrumentation, Chemical Engineering, 
Electronics, Communication Technology, Printing Technology, Power Plant Engineering, Ceramic Technology, 
Leather Technology, Textile Enginnering, Computer Technology and so on. 
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Intake capacity in degree level and in polytechnic education has been increased substantially by 360 and 
1000 respectively during last two years. 

Adequate increase in funds for Library, Classrooms, Hostel and Equipments (in addition to existing grants) 
has been made during the last financial year for Textile and Ceramic Technology Colleges. 

New PG Courses in Engineering and Technology have been introduced and B.E. College (D.U.): additional 
funds have been provided to upgrade the existing facilities for this purpose. 


UNIVERSITY EDUCATION 
Netaji Subhash Open University has started functioning and a sum of Rs. 50:00 lakh has been sanctioned and 
released by the State Govt. for its maintenance during 1997-98. 

The State Govt. has granted Rs. 50-00 lakh to Meghnad Saha Planetorium of Burdwan University during 
1997-98 as a corpus fund for its maintenance. 

Approval given to a sum of Rs. 5-00 lakh for the Construction of Creative Art complex (Museum & 
Art Gallery) at Burdwan University during 1997-98. 

Funds released for the continuation of the training programme to the Institute of Radio Physics & 
Electronics, Calcutta University in the current financial year. 

Total grant of Rs. 2.02,73,500/- has been sanctioned during 1997-98 (up to 20th March, 1998) to 
different State-aided Universities for construction, renovation, restoration and purchase of books, journals, 
furniture & equipment. 

Approval has been given to creation of 82 (eighty two) teaching posts of some Universities during the 
МИ plan period. 

The 7 State aided Universities has received Rs. 711-16 (in lakh) under Capital head for construction 
activities during 8th plan. 2 

Similarly, the State Government has sanctioned Вз.482-00 (in lakh) for purchase of books, furniture and 
equipment during 8th plan. 

The Stated aided Universities were accorded monetary funds for construction etc. under the Head “2202- 
Gen-Edn-03-102- State plan (Annual plan & 9th plan)-01-31 during 1997-98 (upto 20.3.98)...... Total Rs. 
2,02,73,500/- (in lakh). ~ 

Many such schemes are in active consideration of the Government for raising the quality of university 
education, research and modernisation. Н 


NON- GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 
As in previous years the State Government has adopted the following principles in the total developmental 
programmes in the State. ў 


PRINCIPLE OF EXPANSION, ACCESS AND EQUITY TO HIGHER EDUCATION: 


The State has already 340 non-government colleges to meet the demands and the interests of the different 
people spreading over the various corners of the State. The educational developments of the Backward 
communities, and of Minorities have been given due consideration in establishing a Degree college at Pakuahat 
in the district of Malda. The education of girl students is also one of the top agenda of the present government. 
Grants are being liberally sanctioned for the improvement in infrastructures, hostel accommodation, and other 
physical & academic amenities. The State Government is also contemplating to establish some new Colleges 
for the distant districts. s 

Higher Education at the undergraduate and P.G. levels aims at quality improvement in respect of academic 
achievements of students and promotion of research and innovations. The Department of Higher Education 
has accorded administrative approval to different schemes for over-all improvement of Non-Government Degree 
Colleges. 5 : 
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Extension of affiliation has been sanctioned in 14 colleges in 26 subjects including pass and Honours 
Courses. While extending approval the state government has focussed on emerging subjects like Electronics, 
Micro-Biology, Molecular Biology, Computer Science & Physical education vis-a-vis the teaching affiliation 
for traditional subjects. Funds are sanctioned for all-out infrastructural development and for repair, renovation 
and construction of new buildings. The programmes included under capital head are grant for organising 
exhibitions, water supply system, replacement or installation of old & new gas pipe line, purchasing laboratory 
A C system, purchase of articles, repair/ construction hostel building (boys’ & girls’), repair of electrical 
installation, electrification of college, construction of compound wall and drainage system, maintenance of play 
ground, students common room, roof treatment work, construction of classrooms, cycle stand, toilets, sinking 
tubewell with pipelines, celebration of anniversaries, fixing collapsible gate, new canteen hall, repairing of 
women's hostel building etc. 


Some of the colleges, which are not exhaustive, may be mentioned—Sarojini Naidu College for women, 
Calcutta, R.K. Mission, Belurmath, Union Christian Tr. College, Berhampore, Acharya Prafulla Ch. College, 
New Barrackpore, Ashutosh College, Calcutta, South Calcutta Girls’ College, Sitananda College, Midnapore, 
Kharagpur College, Mahisadal Girls’ College, Bankura Christian College, Mahatma Gandhi College, Purulia, 
Gurudas College of Commerce, Kandi Raj College, Santipur College, Berhampore Girls’ College, Kazi Nazrul 
College, Mankar College, Burdwan, Maharaja Uday Chand Women's College, Abhedananda Mahavidyalay 
etc.Almost all the Colleges have been getting capital grants within the limited resource of this state since these 
years to improve the campus view. 


Funds are also sanctioned and released and administrative approvals are also being granted for 
consolidation of the infrastructure of the college as in previous years. Almost all the government and non- 
government colleges are beneficiary of government grants in respect of purchase of library books, equipments 
for Physical Education, furnitures, laboratory equipments, chemicals etc. 


Similaly funds are also being sanctioned for observation of Jubilees and for organising seminars, 
exhibitions, symposiums & other indoor activities. 


The State Government has also released funds in a limited manner for the construction of auditorium 
to develop physical and cultural atmosphere of the college & sourrounding areas. Moreover, release of fund 
for all the Non-Government Colleges for development of physical Education is under active consideration of 
the Government. 


While releasing funds from the State Government resources special attention is always being given for 
the interests of the SC & ST and the minority population of the state. 


Promotion of research activities in Non-Government and Government colleges are also being attentively 
looked into throughout the year. A list of research activities have been incorporated for highlighting the 
achievements of the respective academic-minded college Professors and also to help to upgrade the quality of 
teaching and learning in College. The state Government feels that the quality of higher education should go 
hand in-hand with the quantitative expansion so far as possible. Academic staff colleges, UGC, CSIR, Agencies 
under the Central and State Government and some other agencies have been extending funds for the promotion 
of research. 


GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 

Various programmes have been taken up by the Government for improvement and strengthening of the 
Government Colleges. Postgraduate Courses have been introduced in Geology in Presidency College and 
in Physiology in Hooghly Mohasin College. Grants have been released for construction of group D staff 
Quarters of Presidency College and Darjeeling Govt. College, Group C staff Quarters of Darjeeling Govt. 
College, and extension of college buildings of Bidhannagar college and Govt. College of Education, Banipur, 
Miscellaneous other programmes are under active consideration of the Government for development of the Govt

WEST BENGAL STATE COUNCIL OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


The West Bengal State Council of Higher Education, established by West Bengal Act XXVII of 1994, started 
functioning in April 1995, when its first meeting was held. The Council is housed in State Government owned 
premises at 147A Rashbehari Avenue, Calcutta-29. 


According to the Act, the functions of the Council broadly are: 


(i) Planning and coordination in the area of Higher Education in the State including cooperation with 
the University Grants Commission in respect of determination and maintenance of standards of Higher 
Education and forwarding the developmental programmes of Universities and Colleges in the State 
to the University Grants Commission along with recommendations; 

(ü) Academic functions, e.g., curriculum development, teacher-training, encouragement of sports and 
games and extension activities; 


(ii) Advisory functions in respect of grants, research, University statutes, Regulations etc. У 


The following are among the activities so far undertaken by the Council: 
(i) Co-ordinating the activities of the State Universities in respect of introduction of 3 years Degree Course 
in the State; 
(ii) Participation in a programme for preparation of text books in Bengali on Vocational subjects in 
collaboration with West Bengal State Book Board. 
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(іі): Collecting of statistical information on academic and infrastructural aspects of undergraduate colleges; 
(iv) Advising the State Government on various issues connected with Higher Education: 
(v) A project to prepare the district map of undergraduate colleges; 
(vi) Study of the profile of the students admitted to Engineering Colleges in 1997. 
WEST BENGAL COLLEGE SERVICE COMMISSION 


The College Service Commission during the year, has prepared panels for 28 subjects/disciplines to recommend 
candidates in different Colleges under 5 State aided Universities. The body also issues recommendation for 
more than 1200 empanelled candidates by 30-9-97 so that they can receive appointment letters from 
respective Colleges in all the 28 subjects/disciplines such as Bengali, English, History, Pol. Science, 
Philosophy, Hindi, Nepali, Psychology, Physics, Chemistry, Mathematics, Physiology, Zoology, Arthropology, 
Statistics, Botany, Mol. Biology, Commerce etc. up to 30-9-97. Overall vacancies in different subjects were 
round about 250. The Commission has been constantly engaged in accepting vacancy reports from Colleges 
and also in making recommendations. By the time already 80 such recommendations have been made. 
More recommendations can be made as and when such will be aveilable from Interview Board. Advertisement 
No.1/97 has already been published and preparations for panels have started. The Commission 
also leaves no stone unturned to fill the posts of Principals. Altogether there are 85 vacancies till date. 
Earlier the commission was able to fill up 55 such vacancies in Non-Government Colleges. Advertisement for 
filling up the posts of Principals will be published soon. Moreover the Commission used to sit at regular 
intervals to recommend candidates for vacant posts as reported by different state aided Colleges. 

The Commission also conducted the State Level Eligibility Test (SLET) in 1997 for selecting 
eligible candidates for placement to non-Government Colleges. The result of the last SLET Examination is 
given below:-

Over and above, the State Government is taking active part in almost every notable and distinguished

Education. 


SCHOLARSHIP AND STIPEND SECTION 


In order that no brilliant student is prevented on grounds of proverty from pursuing an academic career, various 
schemes of National Scholarships for award of merit scholarship for postmatric studies were initiated by the 
Govt. of India in 1961-62. Since then these schemes have been continued from year to year. 
Scholarship and stipend section of the Education Directorate, Govt. of West Bengal looks after the 
following Scholarship/Stipend Schemes:- 
1. National Scholarship (N.S.) on the basis of results of Madhyamik Examination of West Bengal Board 
of Secondary Education and West Bengal Board of Madrasha Education. 
2. N. S. based on the results of Higher Secondary Examination of West Bengal Council of Higher 
Secondary Education. 
3. N. S. on the basis of results of B.A/B. Sc./B. Com Honours Examinations of various Universities 
in West Bengal. 
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4. М. $. for Teachers Children 


5. Hindi Scholarship (for Post-Matric) studies for securing high marks in Hindi. This Scheme is to 
encourage the study of Hindi in Non-Hindi speaking states and to make available to Governments 
of these states, suitable personnel to man teaching and other posts where knowledge of Hindi is 
essential. 


National Scholarships and Hindi Scholarship Schemes are funded by Central Government. At present 
total number of N. S holders from West Bengal state is 3176 (out of total of 38,000 all over the 
country). 


6. D. P. 1. Special Stipend on the basis of the results of Madhyamik Pariksha and B.A/B. Sc./B. Com 
examinations are offered and funded by Govt. of West Bengal. 


7 А number of scholarships of the Nizamat Stipend and Mohsin Trust Funds are also released by West 
Bengal Govt. 


The total number of National Scholarship released exceeds 2000 in 1997-98. Merit certificates were 
issued to another 2000 scholars. About 500 students received D. P. I. Special Stipend and out of Nizamat 
and Mohsin Trust Fund. 


Inspite of earnest efforts by all staff members of Scholarship section (Education Directorate) the 
actual disbursement of the Scholarship/Stipend to scholars is inordinately delayed due to multiple reasons 
beyond our control (e.g. incomplete or inaccurate or non-availability of proper data from scholars and 
respective school/college/university authorities, late release of funds from Central Govt., postal delay/hazard 
etc.) 


The Education Directorate is sincerely trying to streamline the procedure so that scholarship 
money and merit certificates may be released to reach the scholar within a reasonable period of time and the 
purpose of offering scholarship or stipend becomes meaningful. We also have a proposal to raise the 
ceiling of parents income so that really meritorious students are not deprived of the actual National Scholarship 
money. 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Manifold activities in Physical Education in Higher Education level of this state is progressing satisfactorily. This 
year 9th Inter Govt. College Athletic Championship and 7th Inter Govt. College Football Tournament were 
held at Yuba Bharati Krirangan, Salt Lake, Calcutta from 16th March to 22nd March, 1998. A number of 
260 Boy and Girl students of 18 Govt. Colleges took part in this championship. The State Govt. patronized 
this programme with all necessary co-operation. 


Some pieces of land have been obtained at the disposal of the Education Department which is given 
by the Department of Agriculture as gift at Chinsurah Rice Research Centre for construction of Govt. 
Physical Education College for Women, Hooghly. Preparations for construction work are in process. Apart from

CHAPTER — Ш 
HIGHER EDUCATION DURING THE LEFT FRONT RULE 


Coming into power in 1977, the Left Front Government pledged to set up an education system that would 
be scientific as well as national. The pledge arose in the context of widespread disruption of normal 
life in the towns and villages of West Bengal in the early seventies, when an unprecedented lawlessness 
and violence were let loose which, in its turn, did considerable damage not only to the moral fibre of 
the society, but also to the social base on which higher education operated. Also a whole generation of 
students were victims of deferred examinations, campus violence and mass copying. Teachers were intimidated 
by hooligans, faced an uncertain future as there was no security of their tenure of service. Their salaries 
were not paid regularly and there were no retirement benefits worth the name. The management of 
educational institutions was left to people without any link with the education world and many 
colleges faced a bleak future because of irregular and inadequate financial provisions by the earlier 
Government. The first task of the Left Front Government was, therefore, to restore discipline in the field 
of education, bring about stability and instil a sense of safety and security among the students, teachers 
and guardians. ; 


Bv ensuring a much wider participation of the people, the new Government was soon able to bring 
about discipline and stability in the colleges and universities of the State. Governing bodies of the colleges 
and academic bodies of universities were reconstituted in a democratic manner, with larger participation 
of teachers, students and emplovees. Having provided with adequate securitv of services and having assured 
of the protection of their rights, the teachers, students and emplovees in all institutions were thus guaranteed 
of favourable environment in which serious academic pursuits would again be started. Efforts were made 
to expand the opportunities of study in all the fields of higher education and to improve the quality of 
education. Thus, in a short time, people’s trust and respect for the world of education, particularly Higher 
Education, could be restored. 

In keeping with the decision of this Government to accord a high priority to education, separate 
Ministries were set up to deal with Primary Education, Secondary Education, Higher Education, Non-formal 
Education, Technical Education and Library Development. The fund allocation for education was raised to 
a hefty thirty-eight percent and that for higher education to nearly fifteen percent of the total budgetary 
expenditure of the State Government. In the year 1976-77, when the Left Front Government assumed 
office, the budgetary provision for Higher Education was a mere Rs. 2501 lakh. By 1992-93, it amounted 
to 2,20,43 lakh and in 1993-94 it was 2,64,09 lakh. The budgetary provision this year has further been 
raised to Rs. 398,71.16 lakh. 

To satisfy the people’s craving for more higher educational opportunities, the Front Government 
has set up a large number of colleges in different districts of West Bengal. This was imperative because 
of the rapid expansion of school education in the State. The State was one of the first to adopt the 
all India 10 + 2 + 3 pattern of education. 86 General Degree Colleges, two Teachers’ Training Colleges 
and two Physical Education Colleges were thus established. A new university, commemorating the 
name of the great educator-humanist, Ishwarchandra Vidyasagar, has been set up in the district of Midnapur 
which offers a number of new courses with a rural bias. All the State Universities have been provided 
with liberal financial assistance to set up new departments and to develop their infrastructure further. A 
new department to study Astrophysics has recently been set up at the University of Calcutta and a 
Folklore Department has started functioning at the University of Kalyani. The State Government has 
helped Jadavpur University to establish a second campus for engineering courses at Salt Lake. The 
Department of Science & Technology has sponsored and financed a large number of research schemes 
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in different universities of West Bengal. In spite of acute financial crunch, the State Government did seldom 
hesitate to provide grants for research and libraries of the universities of West Bengal. 


The Government College of Art and Craft which previously awarded diploma only, has been turned 
into a degree college, and has now become a PG College. The Bengal Engineering College, Howrah, 
a premier technological institution of the country, has been transformed into a Deemed to be University. 
The Government is thinking to set up another deemed university by upgrading the status of Sanskrit College, 
which played a pivotal role in the Bengal Renaissance. 


In Presidency College, the Departments of Physics and Zoology have been upgraded into Post-Graduate 
Departments and a few other departments are poised for upgradation within a short period. Two Advanced 
Centres of study, one in Economics and the other in Geology, are being reinforced by providing them 
with adequate grants. Technological colleges are being strengthened and the College of Textile Technology, 
Serampore has started the M. Tech. Course. The Master of Visual Arts Course at the Government Colleges 
of Art & Craft has been started. In the College of Physical Education, Banipur M. Phy. Ed. course has 
been opened. A new Engineering College has been established at Haldia under joint collaboration with 
the Government of West Bengal in 1996. 


The Government is fully aware that institutions with traditional orientation will not be able to cope 
with the demand for higher education. Distance Education Centres have, therefore, been opened at Burdwan 
and Vidyasagar Universitites and the Indira Gandhi National Open University has been given facilities to 
open its study centres in a large number of colleges in Calcutta and the districts. Six centres have been 
started by colleges to provide training to the intending candidates for various competitive examinations. 
About twenty-four centres are giving assistance to such examinees, especially to those belonging to backward 
sections of the society. 


Thanks to the unstinted efforts of our university and college teachers, our students have done remarkably 
well at National Eligibility Test and other academic examinations. The ever increasing outflow of our students 
to centres of Advanced Studies in India and abroad is an eloquent testimony of the improvement in the 
quality of higher education in the State. 


In addition to colleges and universities, the Deptt. of Higher Education has set up Netaji Institute 
of Asian Studies in 1981 as a premier research centre for undertaking interdisciplinary research to examine 
the current political, sociological and ecological developments in the South and South-East Asian region. 
More than twenty-five projects have ben undertaken by the Institute besides the publication of quarterly 
journal and a few important monographs. 


The West Bengal Urdu Academy and Paschimbanga Hindi Academy have been set up by the Education 
Department to work for the strengthening of the study of these two major Indian languages in the State. 
These two academies have published a number of books and monographs and instituted a number of prizes 
to honour distinguished scHolars in their respective fields and to encourage meritorious students of the 
languages. 


As a follow-up of the recommendations of the Ashok Mitra Education Commission 1992, whose 
report has been marked as a milestone in academic circles all over the country, a number of steps have 
been planned by the Higher Education Department. Restructuring of syllabi, reforming the examination system 
and improving the quality of education have been given priority in the agenda of higher education in the 
years to come. Honours courses are being opened in phases in different colleges where there is a strong 
local demand for these subjects and feeder schools for which exist in large numbers. Modern courses like 
computer science, women's studies, tea technology, fisheries and study of theatre and films have been instituted 
in different colleges and universities. Steps have been taken for introduction of vocational subjects in higher 
education in the State. A large number of colleges are collaborating with universities and autonomous institutes 
to provide computer study facilities. Ten new colleges, one each at Coochbehar, Panchthupi, Bagha Jatin, 
Deganga, Magrahat, Hatgovindapur, Durgapur, Kamakhyaguri, Bhangar and Pakuahat have been established. 
Establishment of some more Colleges are under active consideration of the Government. A number of 
new colleges have been set up in the hill areas of the State and the older institutions are being strengthened 
and diversified. 
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West Bengal is one of the few states where capitation fees and gross commercialization are absent 
in higher education. Teachers of non-govt. colleges are paid dearness allowance and other benefits almost 
at par with other government employees and retirement benefits have been made more liberal in recent 
years. Compared with the situation in other states, the higher education scene in West Bengal is marked 
by a confidence about its purpose, as by academic peace and stability. 

In West Bengal, the main thrust of higher education would be to improve the quality of education 
along with the expansion of educational opportunities. A Council of Higher Education has been set up 
to give a direction and plan for future course of action in the field of higher education in State. Eminent 
educationists have been associated with the Council and experts from other states are being contacted to 
make the Council’s work more purposeful and effective. West Bengal has long been regarded as a forerunner 
in the field of education and culture by people of other states. Our task will be to revive the glory and 
to restore the State to its rightful place of prominence in the academic map of the nation.

ENGINEERING AND TECHNOLOGICAL EDUCATION 


ENGINEERING AND TECHNOLOGICAL COLLEGES 


Government of West Bengal in the Higher Education Department has given special importance to the 
development of education in engineering, technology and management in order to produce high quality technical 
man-power, which is essential in the context of economic liberalisation. For their survival in the open market 
involving global competition, our industries must adopt new technology based on Computers, Information 
Technology, Micro-Electronics, Materials and Environmental Science & Engineering and modern Management. 
The State Government has, therefore, taken measures for meeting the requirements of emerging areas of 
engineering and technology. 


At present Faculty of Engineering & Technology, Jadavpur University, Bengal Engineering College 
(Deemed University), Departments of Applied Science & Technology, Calcutta University, Regional Engineering 
College, Durgapur, impart both undergraduate and post-graduate degree courses in different disciplines of 
engineering and technology. Laboratories, workshops and other facilities have been improved in these Institutes 
to a great extent. In Bengal Engineering College (D.U.), Howrah, degree courses in Electronics & Tele- 
Communication Engineering and Computer Science & Technology have been introduced. It may be mentioned 
that in 1992 the Bengal Engineering College was upgraded to the status of a 'Deemed University'. Degree 
level engineering and technological courses are also offered by institutes under direct control of the Higher 
Education Department, namely, Jalpaiguri Govt. Engineering College, Jalpaiguri, College of Textile Technology, 
Serampore, College of Textile Technology, Berhampore, College of Ceramic Technology, Calcutta and College 
of Leather Technology, Calcutta. All these Institutions have revised their course curriculum as per requirements 
of the industry. In 1995, a new Engineering College, viz. 'Kalyani Engineering College, Kalyani' was established 
after thirty-five years offering degree courses in Mechanical Engineering and Computer Science & Technology 
under affiliation of Kalyani University. In 1996, another Engineering College viz. 'Haldia Institute of Technology, 
Haldia’ was established on private initiative as a State Government aided Institution. The courses introduced 
in the college are ‘Instrumentation Engineering’, ‘Computer Engineering’ & ‘Chemical Engineering’, which will 
cater to the needs of new industries at Haldia and other parts of the State. 

In 1997 another new Engineering College on private initiative was started viz. Institute of Engineering 
& Management, Salt Lake, Calcutta. In this College modern courses like Electronics & Tele-Communication 
Engineering and Computer Engineering have already been started. 

Facilities for degree level engineering education in the State are also available at Indian Institute of 
Technology, Kharagpur, Institute of Marine Engineering, Calcutta, Institute of Jute Technology, Calcutta and 
Indian Statistical Institute, Calcutta. The State Government has introduced a post-Graduate Course leading 
to M. Sc. (Tech.) in Textile Technology at the College of Textile Technology, Serampore. A new course of 
B. Tech. Degree in Fibre Technology has been introduced at the Institute of Jute Technology, Calcutta. Courses 
in emerging areas like Printing Technology, Power Plant Engineering, Construction Technology and 
Instrumentation Technology have been introduced in the second campus of Jadavpur University at Salt Lake, 
Calcutta. 

The intake capacity at the degree level in different courses of engineering and technology has been raised 
by 360 and in Polytechnic Education also, substantial progress has been made in diversification of courses 
and raising the intake capacity by about 1,000. : 

Besides the above developments the following improvement activities and achievements have been made 


during the year 1997-98. 

(i) New laboratories have been developed and the construction of a mechanical workshop will be 
completed shortly in Kalyani Engineering College, Kalyani. Hostel buildings in the campus have 
been renovated for increasing the accommodation capacity of the students. Many new machineries 
and equipment have been purchased for different laboratories for all the three branches of

engineering and books have been purchased for the library. Computer facility has been improved. 
The teaching and supporting staff has been strengthened and the creation of more posts is in 
process. 


The existing facilities of the Jalpaiguri Government Engineering College has been improved by 
providing funds for equipment, machineries, renovation, repairing and new constructions. 


Haldia Institute of Technology, a State Government aided private-engineering college, has already 
started functioning from the academic session of 1996-97. A grant-in-aid to the tune of Rs. 55.00 
lakh has been provided in the last financial year for meeting the recurring expenditure as well 
as expenditure for development of laboratories, library and workshop. 


The second campus of College of Leather Technology at Salt Lake has started functioning and 
the laboratory, library and other facilities have been improved. Computers have been provided 
for a new laboratory. A degree course in Foot-Wear Technology has been introduced and a Post- 
Graduate course in Leather Technology will be introduced shortly. 


Existing facilities in College of Textile Technology, Serampore, College of Textile Technology, 
Berhampore and College of Ceramic Technology, Calcutta have been improved by providing funds 
for purchase of equipment, machineries, books, journals, etc. Construction is in progress for 
increasing the number of class rooms as well as for library and administration. 


Funds have been provided for the development of workshops, laboratories, libraries etc. in the 
B. E. College (D.U.). New PG Courses in engineering and technology have been started at B.E. 
College (D.U.).

IMPROVEMENT OF TEACHING LEARNING PROCESS 
The Departments/Schools/Centres organised time to time several refresher's courses and short courses іп” 
different disciplines. The target group consists of teachers of other Universities, Scientist, Engineering & 
Technologist from R & D and Industrial houses and members of the NGO. The University conducted several 
Refershers Courses sponsored by U.G.C. such as Economics, Philosophy, English, Geology, Physics and Ocean 
Science and Technology. A large number of short term courses for the Industry had been conducted by the 
Departments of Engineering and Technology under the sponsorship of AICTE, U.G.C. and Industrial houses. 
The University through its Inter/Multidisciplinary Schools and Centres organised a number of awareness 
programme in the national priority areas such as Environment ; Ocean Development ; Energy Water Resources ; 
Women Development ; Education Technology ; Strategic significance of Natural Resources, Global integration/ 
disintegration, Nuclear Proliferation, Transportation, Quality Management, Food Safety and Preservation, 
Cognitive Science etc. 


The University in the IX plan period intends to increase the number of Refresher’s courses of U.G.C. in 


the emerging areas. Also wishes to organise a large number of short and need based courses in different disciplines 
of Arts, Science and Engineering and Technology. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF ACADEMIC STAFF COLLEGE 


Since 60’s the University started conducting refersher courses in different disciplines of Arts, Science and 
Engineering. During late 70's the University also participated in COSIP-ULP activities in some selected disciplines. 
Till date the University has been identified by U.G.C. to conduct a large number of Refresher Courses in different 
disciplines including multi-disciplinary streams. This adds to project the recognition of this University in successful 
conduction of such courses. Moreover, ours being a unitary University it is favoured with the ease of drawing 
suitable in-house resource persons (who also serve in conducting refresher courses in other Institutions). 


Thus the University has an ideal situation for establishing a Academic Staff College to serve the 
contemporary needs for Refreshing and Orienting the teachers in the respective disciplines.

The details of developmental activities have been discussed elsewhere. During the 8th Plan Period (1991-1997) 
the University received about Rs. 60 lakhs from UGC out of the sanctioned funds of Rs. 105 lakhs. The shortfall 
is due to non-availability of fund on construction of Central Library which constituted lion’s share of the 
development assistance from UGC under the 8th Plan Period. However, steps are being taken to receive the 
amount. 

For 9th Plan, the University has submitted proposals keeping in mind the need for consolidation of the existing 
academic departments/centres and also for making necessary extension. Development of infrastructural facilities 
has also been stressed upon.

VIDYASAGAR UNIVERSITY 


General Information 


The University was established on 29th September 1981 by an Act called the Vidyasagar University Act 
1981 (West Bengal Act XVIII of 1981) after the name of Pandit Iswar Chandra Bandyopadhyay, known as 
Vidyasagar, the great educationist and social worker of Bengal. The University Grants Commission accorded 
recognition to the University under 12 B on March 1st 1990. The total area of University Campuses in a 
semi-rural location amounts to 182.75 acres (Main Campus 103.79 Residential Campus 35.09 and third 
Campus measuring 43.97 acres to be developed as Centres). 


The Vidyasagar University is established with a mission to provide an answer to the needs of the 
region, ethnic, socio-cultural and geographical and, at the sometime, not to ignore the demands of mainstream 
education. The University logo with the motto “Education, Knowledge, Progress” embodies the mission. stated 
above. 


The University is an affiliating one having a jurisdiction which shall not be extended beyond the limit 
of Midnapore District or any District which may be created in future out of any part thereof. Thirty Colleges 
of Calcutta University within the District of Midnapore were initially deemed to have been affiliated to Vidyasagar 
University after ceasing to be affiliated to that University. Thereafter, a few Colleges were established and affiliated 
under this University—the number rose to 36 of which two are Engineering College located at Haldia and 
Kolaghat. 


The teaching in the Postgraduate Departments is being offered in unconventional areas; research is being 
carried out in fields mostly unexplored and extension and field action being geared to the fulfilment of the above 
mission. Postgraduate teaching started initially with six Departments in the session 1985-86 at the new Campus. 
The number of Departments has now been raised to sixteen after the introduction of Master's Course in 
Geography and Environment Management from the session 1995-96. The other courses introduced include: 
(а) B. Tech. Course in (i) Chemical Engineering. (ii) Computer Engg., (iii) Instrumentation Engg.; (b) Vocational 
Courses : (i) Office Management and Secretarial Practices, (ii) Industrial Fish and Fisheries, (iii) Sericulture, 
(iv) Communicative English, (v) Seed Technology, (vi) Computer Application and (vii) Tax Procedure and Practice 
and (c) Elective subject at the UG level—Physical Education. The Directorate of Distance Education of the 
University is conducting Postgraduate and Bridge Courses in five subjects : (i) Bengali, (ii) English, (iii) History, 
(iv) Political Science and (v) Commerce. The UGC has recognised these courses. The University also has approved 
addition of three science subjects, namely Botany, Physics and Zoology in the Master's Programme offering 
on and from 1996-97. 

The University has also set up Extension Centre under which following Self-Financing Courses were 
processed—the first enrolment will be made in July : (i) PGDCA (Postgraduate Diploma in Computer Application), 
(ii) PGDLT (Postgraduate Diploma in Laboratory Technology) & (iii) PGDST (Postgraduate Diploma in Seed 
Technology). г ` 

A good number of Postgraduate students of this University were qualified for NET, GATE and SLET. 
As many as 11 Candidates were admitted to the Ph.D. Degrees of this University. The number of Scholars 
enrolled under various Ph.D. Programmes of the University during this period—8, out of a total number of 
142 so far registered. The University has accepted in principle to introduce M. Phil. Courses in different 
subjects. 

The first Convocation of the University was held on 9th January, 1995 where different degrees/ 
diplomas/certificates of the years between 1986 and 1993 were conferred. Medals, endowment, prizes and 
scholarships were awarded to as many as 316 recipients. The Second Convocation is going to be held on 4 
April, 1997.

THE NETAJI SUBHAS OPEN UNIVERSITY 
ACT, 1997 


[Passed by the West Bengal Legislature. ] 


[Assent of the Governor was first published in the Calcutta Gazette, 
Extraordinary, of the 20th August, 1997. ] 


An Act to establish and incorporate an open university (mukta viswavidyalaya) in the 
State of West Bengal and to provide for matters connected therewith or incidental thereto. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to establish an open university in the State of West Bengal to 
provide educational opportunities to all those belonging to the backward and weaker sections 
of society as well as the students who cannot be accommodated in institutions of higher 
learning owing to socio-economic conditions and other limitations and to promote equality 
of opportunity for higher education for a large segment of the population, including those 
who are in employment and women (including housewives), specially in the remote and 
inaccessible areas, as also adults who wish to upgrade their knowledge in various fields, 
through correspondence courses, contact programmes, study centres and various forms of 
mass media, encouraging and providing instruction, teaching, training and research in various 
branches of learning and courses of study, promoting advancement and dissemination of 
oe and learning and extending higher education to meet the growing needs of 
society ; 


It is hereby enacted in the Forty-eight Year of the Republic of India, by the Legislature 
of West Bengal, as follows : у 
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The Netaji Subhas Open University Act, 1997 
(Chapter I.—Preliminary.—Sections 1, 2.) 


CHAPTER 1 
Preliminary 


Short title, extent 1. (1) This Act may be called the Netaji Subhas Open University Act, 1997. 
and commence- 
(2) It extends to the whole of West Bengal.

(3) This Section and Chapter VII shall come into force at once ; and the remaining 
provisions of this Act shall come into force on such date or dates as the State Government 
may by notification appoint, and different dates may be appointed for different provisions 
of this Act. 

Definitions. 2. In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires,— 


(1) "Academic Council" means the Academic Council of the University ; 

(2) "academic year” means a period of twelve months commencing on the first 
day of July or such other period of twelve months, commencing on such 
date, as the Executive Council may specify in respect of all the study centres 
and courses of study or any particular study centre or course of study ; 

(3) "Co-ordinator" means the head of a regional centre ; 

(4) "correspondence-cum-contact programme student" means a student enrolled 
in any one of the study centres ; 

(5) "Department" means a department of studies of the University ; 

(6) "distance eduction system" means the system of imparting education through 
correspondence course, broadcasting, telecasting, seminar, contact programme 
or any other means or combination of means ; 

(7) "employee" means any person appointed by the University, and includes 
Teachers and other employees of the University ; 

(8) "Executive Council" means the Executive Council of the University ; 

(9) "Finance Committee" means the Finance Committee of the University ; 

(10) “Minister” means the Minister-in-Charge of the Higher Education Depart- 
ment of the State Government ; 

(11) “non-teaching employee” means the non-teaching employee, not holding 
any teaching post (including part-time teaching post), appointed or 
recognized as such by the University ; 

(12) “notification” means a notification published in the Official Gazette ; 

(13) “prescribed” means prescribed by Statutes or Ordinances or Regulations 
made under this Act ; 

(14) “Regional Centre” means a centre established as such by the University, for 
maintaining records regarding enrolment of students, despatching teaching 
materials, making arrangements for holding lectures in the classes in Study 
Centres, and dealing with other allied matters ; 

(15) “Regulations” means the Regulations made under this Act ; 

(16) “School of Studies” means a School of Studies of the University ; 

(17) “State Government” means the Government of West Bengal in the Higher 
Education Department ; 

(18) “Statutes” and “Ordinances” means respectively the Statutes and Ordinances 
made under this’ Асі; 

(19) “student” means a student of the University, and includes any person who 
has enrolled himself for pursuing any course of study of the University ;

(20) “Study Centre” means a centre established, maintained or recognised by the 
University for the purpose of advising or counselling, or for rendering such 
other assistance in the activities of the University as may be required by the 
students ; 

(21) “Teacher” means a Professor, Associate Professor, Reader, Assistant 
Professor, Lecturer or such other person as may be designated as such by 
Statutes for imparting instruction or for giving guidance or rendering 
assistance of academic nature to students for pursuing any course of study ; 

(22) “the University” means the Netaji Subhas Open University as constituted 
under this Act ; 

(23) “University Centre” means the place where the administrative offices of the 
University are situated. 


CHAPTER II 
The University 


3. (1) There shall be constituted a University by the name of the Netaji Subhas Open 
University which shall consist of the Chancellor, the Vice-Chancellor, the Directors, the 
members of the Executive Council and the members of the Academic Council. : 

(2) The University shall be а body corporate having perpetual succession апа a 
common seal and shall sue and be sued by the name of the Netaji Subhas Open University. 


(3) In all suits and other legal proceedings by or against the University, the pleadings 
shall be signed and verified by the Registrar and all processes in such suits and в 
shall be issued to, and served on, the Registrar. 

(4) The headquarters of the University shall be located at such place within West Bengal 
as the State Government may by notification specify. 


4. The objects of the University shall be,— 


(а) to provide opportunities for higher education through (i) correspondence 
courses, (ii) contact programmes and study centres, and (iii) audio-visual 
mass-media such as radio and television, presenting special institutional 
programmes, either live or through cassettes including video cassettes and 
other softwares ; 

(b) to provide opportunities for higher education to men and women (i) being 
deprived of the benefit of higher education in the normal course owing to 
socio-economic conditions or other limitations or (ii) being drop-outs or 
(iii) being brought under the scheme of adult education or (iv) working in homes 
or engaged in cultivations or employed on factories, offices or schools or 
engaged in any profession or vacation ; 


(c) to organise certificate courses, diploma courses, degree courses, postaraduate 
courses and research courses for the benefit of the working population in 
various fields and for the benefit of those who wish to enrich their lives by 
studying cultural and aesthetic subjects ; 


(d) to design and develop distance education programme relevant to the specific 
needs of the people of the State ; 

(e) to design and develop education and training packages to meet the demand 
for technical and vocational manpower needed for the economic development 
of the State ; 

(f) to establish mechanism through network and other arrangement to share 


programmes, services, technology and other resources to ensure cost- 
effectiveness of education and training ;

(g) to make provision for research for innovative course development and for 
advancement and dissemination of knowledge ; 

to collaborate with the Indira Gandhi National Open University established 
under the Indira Gandhi National Open University Act, 1985, and other open 
universities in the country in extending educational opportunities to the people, 
and/or to recognise, or collaborate with, other research institutions in the 
country for promotion of research activities.

to provide for instruction is such branches of knowledge, technology, 
vocations and profession as the University may determine for time to 
time and to make provision for research ;

academic distinctions or recognitions on persons who have pursued a 
course of study or conducted research in the manner laid down by 
Statutes or Ordinances ;

to institute, with the approval of the State Government professorships,

to appoint persons to such professorships, readerships, lecturerships and 
other academic positions ;

to establish and maintain such Regional Centres as may be determined 
by the University from time to time ; 

to establish, maintain or recognise Study Centres in the manner laid down 
by Statutes ; 

to provide for the preparation of instructional materials, including films, 
cassettes, tapes, video cassettes and other softwares ; 

to organise and conduct refresher courses, workshops, seminars and 
other programmes for teachers, lesson writers, evaluations and other 
academic staff ; 

to recognise examinations of, or periods of study (whether in full or part) 
at, other universities, institutions or other places of higher learning as 
equivalent to examinations or periods of study in the University, and to 
withdraw such recognition at any time ; 

to make provision for research and development in educational 
technology and related matters ; 

to create, with the approval of the State Government, administrative, 
ministerial and other necessary posts and to make appointments thereto ; 
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(xvi) to receive benefaction, donations, and gifts and to acquire, hold, maintain 
and, with the approval of the State Government dispose of any property, 
movable or immovable, including trust and Government property, for the 
purposes of the University ; 

(xvii) to borrow, with the approval of the State Government, whether on the 
security of the property of the University or otherwise, money for the 
purposes of the University ; 

(xviii) to enter into, carry out, vary or cancel contracts ; 

(xix) to demand and receive such fees and other charges as may be laid down 
by the Ordinances ; 

(xx) to provide, control and maintain discipline among the students and all 
categories of employees and to lay down the conditions of service of such 
employees, including their codes of conduct ; 


(xxi) to recognise any institution of higher learning or studies for such purposes 
as the University may determine and to withdraw such recognition ; 


(xxii) to appoint, either on contract or otherwise, visiting Professors, Emeritus 
Professors, Consultants, fellows, scholars, artists, course writers and such 
other persons who may contribute to the advancement of the objects 
of the University ; 

(xxiii) to recognise persons working in other universities, institutions or 
organisations as teachers of the University on such terms and conditions 
as may be laid down by Ordinances ; 

(xxiv) to determine standards and to specify conditions for the admission of 
students to courses of study of the University which may include 
examination, evaluation and any other method of testing ; 


(xxv) to make arrangements for the promotion of the general health and 
welfare of the employees ; 


(xxvi) to inspect Regional Centres and Study Centres and to take measures to 
ensure the proper standards of instructions are maintained therein ; 


(xxvii) to collaborate and interact with the West Bengal State Council of Higher 
Education constituted under the West Bengal State Council of Higher 
Education Act. 1994, other universities, specially the Indira Gandhi 
National Open University, referred to in clause (h) of section 4, and other 
open universities in the country, and other educational or research 
institution and authorities, in such manner and for such purposes as the 
University may determine ; 


(xxviii) to do all such acts as may be necessary or incidental to the exercise of 
all or any of the powers of the University as are necessary and conductive 
to the promotion of all or any of the objects of the University. 


(2) "Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law for the time being in force, 
but without prejudice to the provisions of sub-section (1), it shall be the duty of the University 
to take all such steps as it may deem fit for the promotion of the open university and distance 
education systems and for the determination of standards of teaching, evaluation and research 
in such systems, and for the purpose of performing this function, the University shall have 
such powers, including the power to allocate and disburse grants to the Regional Centres 
or the Study Centres, or to any other univeristy or institution of higher learning, as may 
be specified by the Statutes. 


6. (1) The University shall be open to persons of either sex and of whatever race, 
creed, caste or class, and it shall not be lawful for the University to adopt or impose on 
any person any test whatsoever of religious belief or profession in order to entitle him to 
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be appointed as a Teacher of the University or to hold any other office therein or admitted 
as a student in the University, or to graduate thereat, or to enjoy or exercise any privilege 
thereof. 

(2) Nothing in sub-section (1) shall be deemed to prevent the University from making 
any special provision for the appointment or admission of women or of persons belonging 
to the weaker sections of the society, and, in particular, of persons belonging to the Scheduled 
Castes or Scheduled Tribes. 


7. (1) The State Government shall have the right to cause an inspection to be made 
by any person, not below the rank of Joint Secretary to the Government of West Bengal 
or Registrar or Professor of a university, or by a committe of not less than two persons, 
not below the rank of Joint Secretary to the Government of West Bengal or Registrar or 
Professor of a university, into its buildings, laboratories, libraries, museums, workshops and 
equipment or of any Regional Centre or Study Centre maintained by the University. The 
State Government shall have also the right to cause an inquiry to be rhade into the teaching 
and other work conducted or done by the University by such person or group of persons 
as the State Government deems fit. The State Government shall, in every such case, give 
notice to the University of its intention to cause such inspection or inquiry to be made, and 
the University shall be entitled to represent its case. 

(2) The State Government shall forward to the Vice-Chancellor a copy of the 
inspection report for obtaining the views of the Executive Council and, on receipt of such 
views, may give such advice as it consider necessary and fix a time-limit for action to be 
takn thereon by the University. 

(3) The Executive Council shall, within such time as the State Government may fix, 
report to that Government through the Vice-Chancellor the action which has been taken 
or is proposed to be taken on the advice as aforesaid. 

(4) The State Government may, where action has not been taken by the University 
to the satisfaction of that Government within the time fixed, after considering the 
explanation, if any, furnished, or the representation made, by the Executive Council, 
issue such directions as it may think fit, and the University shall comply with such 
directions. If the University does not comply with such directions within such time as the 
State Government may specify, that Government may take such further action as it may 
consider necessary. 


CHAPTER Ш 


Chancellor and other officers of the University 


8. (1) The Governor of the State of West Bengal shall, by virtue of his office, be 
the Chancellor of the University. 

(2) The Chancellor shall exercise such powers as may be conferred on him by or under 
the provisions of this Act or the Statutes or the Ordinances. 

(3) Where power is conferred upon the Chancellor to make nominations to any 
authority or body of the University, the Chancellor shall, to the extent necessary, nominate 
persons to represent interests not otherwise adequately represented. 

(4) Every proposal to confer any honorary degree: shall be subject to confirmation by 
the. Chancellor. 

9. The following shall be the officers of the University : 

(1) the Vice-Chancellor ; 
(2) the Registrar ; 
(3) the Directors ; 
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(4) the Finance Officer ; 
(5) such other persons as may be declared by Statues to be the officers of the 
University. 


10. (1) The Vice-Chancellor shall be appointed by the Chancellor in consultation with 
the Minister from a panel of not less than three persons recommended by a committee 
consisting of three members of whom two shall be nominated by the Executive Council and 
one shall be nominated by the Chancellor. The person nominated by the Chancellor shall 
be the convenor of the committee, provided that no person who is an employee of the 
University or of any Regional Centre or Study Centre or a member any authority of the 
University, shall be nominated to be a member of the committee. 

(2) (а) The Vice-Chancellor shall hold office for a term of four years or till he attains 
the age of 65 years, whicheveris earlier, and shall be eligible for re-appointment for another 
term of four years or till he attains the age of 65 years, whichever is earlier. 

(b) The Chancellor may, notwithstanding the expiration of the term of the office 
of the Vice-Chancellor or his attaining the age of 65 years, allow him to continue in office 
till a successor assumes office, provided that he shall not continue as such for any period 
exceeding six months, 

(3) The Vice-Chancellor shall be a whole-time officer of the University and shall be 
paid form the University Fund such salary and allowances at the Chancellor may decide in 
consultation with the State Government. 

(4) The Vice-Chancellor may resign his office by writing under his hand addressed to 
the Chancellor, 


(5) If— 


(а) the Vice-Chancellor is, by reasons of leave, illness or other cause, temporarily 
unable to exercise the powers and perform the duties of his office, or 


(b) a vacancy occurs in the office of the Vice-Chancellor by reason of death, 
resignation or expiry of the term of his office or otherwise. 


then, during the period of such temporary inability or pending the appointment of a 
Vice-Chancellor, as the case may be, the Chancellor may authorise, in consultation 
with the Minister, any person to exercise the powers and perform the duties of the 
Vice-Chancellor. 


(6) The vacancy in the office of the Vice-Chancellor occurring by reason of death, 
resignation or expiry of the term of his office or otherwise shall be filled up by appointment 
of a Vice-Chancellor in accordanc with the provisions of sub-section (1) within a period of 
six months from the date of occurrence of the vacancy, and such period shall be held to 
include any period for which a Vice-Chancellor is allowed to continue in office under clause 
(b) of sub-section (2) or a person is appointed to exercise the powers and perform the duties 
of the Vice-Chancellor under clause (b) of sub-section (5). 


11. (1) The Vice-Chancellor shall be the principal executive and academic officer of 
the University and shall, by virtue of his office, be a member and the Chairman of the 
Executive Council and the Academic Council and also the Chairman of any other authority 
or body of the University of which he may be a member. He shall also be entitled to be 
present at and to address any meeting of any other authority or body of the University of 
which he may not be a member, but shall not be entitled to vote threat. 

(2) The Vice-Chancellor shall have the power to convene meetings of the Executive 
Council and of any other authority or body of the University. 

(3) It shall be the duty of the Vice-Chancellor to ensure that the provisions of this 
Act, and the Statutes, the Ordinances and the Regulations are faithfully observed, and to 
take such action as may be necessary for this purpose. 


(4) Тһе Vice-Chancellor shall have the power to exercise general control and 
supervision over all other officers of the University and over all Teachers and other employees 
of the University and generally over all the affairs of the University. 
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(5) The Vice-Chancellor shall exercise such other powers and discharge such other 
duties as may be delegated to him by any authority or body of the University or as may 
be prescribed by Statutes, Ordinances or Regulations. 

(6) The Vice-Chancellor may take on behalf of the University such action as he may 
deem expedient in any matter which, in his opinion, is either urgent or of an emergent nature 
and shall report the same for confirmation at the next meeting to the authority or body 
which, in the ordinary course, would have dealt with the matter : 

Provided that if the action taken by the Vice-Chancellor is not approved by the authority 
or body concerned, the matter shall immediately be referred to the Executive Council, if 
the authority or body concerned is other than the Executive Council, or to the Chancellor, 
if the authority or body concerned is the Executive Council. The decision of the Chancellor 
or the Executive Council, as the case may be, shall be final. 

(7) The Vice-Chancellor may, subject to the prior approval of the Executive Council, 
delegate any of his powers to any other officer subordinate to him. 


12. Every Director shall be appointed in such manner, on such emoluments and other 
conditions of service, and shall exercise such powers and perform such functions, as may 
be prescribed by Statutes. 


13. (1) The Registrar shall be appointed in such manner, on such emoluments and 
other conditions of service as may be prescribed by Statutes. 

(2) The Registrar shall exercise such powers and perform such functions as may be 
prescribed by Statues. 


14. The Finance Officer shall be appointed in such manner and on such emoluments 
and other conditions of service, and shall exercise such powers and perform such functions, 
as may be prescribed by Statutes. 


15. The manner of appointment, emoluments, powers and duties of the other officers 
of the University shall be prescribed by Statues. 


CHAPTER IV 
Authorities of the University 


16. The following shall be the authorities of the University : 
(1) the Executive Council ; 
(2) the Academic Council ; 
(3) the School of Studies ; 
(4) the Finance Committee ; and 
(5) such other authorities as may be declared by the Statutes to be the authorities 
of the University. 


17. (1) The Executive Council shall be the principal executive body of the University. 


(2) The constitution of the Executive Council, the term of office of its members and 
its powers and functions shall be prescribed by Statutes. 


18. (1) The Academic Council shall be the principal academic body of the University 
and shall, subject to the provisions of this Act, the Statutes and the Ordinances, have the 
control and general regulation of, and be responsible for, the maintenance of standards of 
learning, education, instruction, valuation and examination within the University and shall 
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exercise such other powers and perform such other functions as may be conferred or 
imposed upon it by the Statutes. 


(2) The constitution of the Academic Council and the term of office of its members 
shall be prescribed by Statutes. 


19. (1) There shall be such number of Schools of Studies as the University may 
determine from time to time. i 


(2) The constitution, powers and functions of the School of Studies shall be prescribed 
by Statutes. 


20. The constitution, powers and functions of the Finance Committee shall be 
prescribed by Statues. 


21. The constitution, powers and functions of the other authorities which may be 
declared by the Status to be the authorities of the University shall be prescribed by Statues. 


22. When a person is qualified to be a member of any authority or body of the 
University by virtue of his membership of any other authority or body or by virtue of any 
profession, he shall cease to be a member of the authority or body of the University when 
he ceases to be a member of the other or to be engaged in that profession. 


23. Any casual vacancy among the members (other than ex officio members) of any 
authority or body of the University shall be filled, as soon as may be, by the person or body 
who appoints, elects or co-opts. the member whose place has become vacant, and any 
person so appointed, elected or co-opted to fill a casual vacancy shall be a member of such 
authority or body for the unexpired portion of the term for which the person whose place 
he fills would have been a member. 


24. If any question arises as to whether any person has been duly elected or appointed 
as, or is entitled to be, a member of any authority or other body of the Universtiy, the matter 
shall be referred to the Chancellor whose decision thereon shall be final. 


25. No act or proceedings of any authority or body of the Universtiy shall be invalidated 
merely by reason of the existence of any vacancy or vacancies among its members. 


CHAPTER V 
University funds etc. 


26. The University shall have a general fund to which shall be credited— 
(a) its income including the fees and endowments : 


(b) contributions or grants which may be made by the Government on such conditions 
as it may impose ; and 
(c) other contributions or grants or loans raised. 


27. The University shall have such other funds and maintain such accounts as the 
Executive Council may determine on the recommendation of the Finance Committee, 
provided that the University shall not divert and invest any portion of any grant given to 
it by the State Government in any form or divert it to any fund other than the general fund 
without the prior approval of the State Government. 


28. The University may accept funds from the Government of India or the State 
Government or the Government of other States in India or the University Grants Commission 
established under the University Grants Commission Act, 1956, or other universities or 
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recognised institutions and may, with the approval of the State Government, raise loans from 
other sources. 


29. The University shall not, without the prior approval of the State Government or 
in contravention of the provisions of this Act, divert fund, earmarked for one purpose, for 
any other purpose or upgrade any post or revise the scales of pay of its officers and other 
employees or implement any scheme which involves the contribution from the State 
Government or create any post or posts resulting in, either immediately or in future, a 
recurring liability on the State Government. The University shall not also fill up any post, 
by whatever name called, without first creating it with the prior approval of the State 
Government. 


30. (1) The budget of the University showing the receipt and expenditure of the 
University on different accounts for a financial year shall be submitted to the State 
Government for approval at least four months before the beginning of such financial year. 


(2) The State Government shall, within three months of commencement of the 
financial year to which the budget relates, communicate its approval or otherwise of the 
budget to the University. 


(3) The State Government may, from time to time, release grants to the University 
on its request. 


(4) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained in this Act, the University shall 
not, except with the prior approval of the State Government, incur any expenditure on any 
account in excess of the amount specified in the budget on that account. 


31. (1) The Annual Statement of Accounts of the University shall, after examination 
by the Executive Council, be subjected to such audit as the State Government may direct. 

(2) Such annual Statement of Accounts shall, together with the copies of the audit 
report thereon, be considered by the Executive Council. A copy of the Annual Statement 
of Accounts and a copy of the audit report thereon shall be submitted to the Chancellor 
along with the views of the Executive Council. Any observation of the Chancellor and the 
State Government shall be considered by the Executive Council at a meeting and the 
Executive Council shall take such corrective action as it thinks fit. 


(3) The University shall have a continuous internal audit, and the report of such 
audit shall be submitted to the State Government as soon as possible after the end of every 
financial year. 


(4) The Chancellor or the State Government may require the University to supply 
to him or that Government as the case may be, any information in regard to the accounts 
and the budget and any other information and the University shall comply with such 
requisition. 


32. (1) Every employee of the University shall be appointed under a written contract 
and shall be provided with a letter of appointment containing the terms and conditions of 
his appointment. 

(2) Any dispute arising out of a contract between the University and any employee 
may, at the request of the employee, be referred by the Vice-Chancellor to a Tribunal which 
shall consist of one member nominated by the Executive Council, one member nominated 
by the employee concerned and one member nominated by the Chancellor. The member 
nominated by the Chancellor shall be the Chairman of the Tribunal. 


33. Any student or candidate for an examination whose name has been removed from 
the rolls of the University by the order of the Vice-Chancellor or by a resolution of the 
Discipline Committee or the Examination Committee as may be formed, as the case may 
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be, and who has debarred from appearing at the examinations of the University for more 
than one year, may, within ten days of the date of communication of such orders or copy 


~ of such resolution to him, appeal to the Executive Council, and the Executive Council may 


confirm, modify or reverse the decision of Vice-Chancellor or the Discipline Committee, as 
the case may be. 


34. Every employee or student of the University shall, notwithstanding anything 
contained in this Act, have a right to appeal, within such time as may be prescribed by 
Statutes, to the Executive Council against the decision of any officer or authority of the 
University and, thereupon, the Executive Council may confirm, modify or reverse the decision 
appealed against the procedure for settlement of such dispute shall be prescribed by Statute. 


35. The pension, provident fund and any other terminal benefit to the Officers, 
Teachers and other employees of the University shall be such as may by decided by the 
University with the prior approval of the State Government : 


Provided that any provident fund instituted by the University for the benefit of its Officers, 
Teachers and other employees shall be governed by the provisions of the Provident Funds 
Act, 1925, as if such fund were a Government Provident Fund, and the Executive Council 
shall have the power to make Statutes, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, for 
the administration of the fund. 


36. No suit or other legal proceedings shall lie against any Teacher or other non- 
teaching employee of the University for anything which is in good faith done or intended 
to be done in pursuance of any of the provisions of this Act or the Statutes or the Ordinances. 


CHAPTER VI 
Statutes, Ordinances and Regulations 


37. Subject to the Provisions of this Act, the Executive Council shall have the power 
to make Statutes for all or any of the following matters : 


(a) the manner of appointment of the Vice-Chancellor, the term of his 
appointment, the emoluments and other conditions of his service and the 
powers and functions that may be exercised and performed by him so far as 
these have not been provided in the Act ; 


4b) the manner of the appointment of the Directors, the Registrar, the Finance 
Officer and other Officers, the emoluments and other conditions of their 
service and the powers and functions that may be exercised and performed 
by each of them ; 


(c) the constitution of the Executive Council and other authorities of the 
University, the terms of office of the members of such authorities and the 
powers and functions that may be exercised and performed by such 
authorities ; 


(d) the appointment of Teachers and other employees of the University, 
their emoluments and other conditions of service and qualifications for their 


appointment ; 

(e) the pension or provident fund for the benefit of the employees of the 
University ; 

(f) the principles governing the seniority of service of the employees of the 
University ; 


(g) the procedure in relation to any appeal or application for review by any 
employee or student of the University against the action of any officer or 
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authority of the University, including the time within which such appeal or 
applications for review shall be preferred or made ; f 
(h) the procedure for the settlement of disputes between the employees or 
- students of the University and the University ; 

(i) the co-ordination and determination of standards of education of the University 
and distance education systems the allocation and disbursement of grants of 
Regional Centres and Study Centres, and co-ordination between the University 
and other universities and institutions ; 

() the conditions required to be fulfilled by a Study Centre for admission to the 
privileges of the University ; 

(k) the rules and procedure for election to the Executive Council and other 
authorities or bodies of the University ; 

() all other matters which under this Act are required to be or may be prescribed 
by Statutes. 


38. (1) The Executive Council may consider the draft of any Statute. The draft shall 
be passed by the Executive Council. The Executive Council may make such amendment in 
the draft as it may deem fit before it is finally passed. 

(2) A Statute passed in the manner provided in sub-section (1) shall be presented to 
the Chancellor for assent and shall come into force on being assented to by the Chancellor 
on the recommendation of the Minister, provided that the Chancellor may withhold assent 
to the Statute or remit the Statute to the Executive Council for reconsideration in the light 
of the observation, if any, made by him. 

(3) А Statute shall remain in force until repealed or amended by a new Statute similarly 
passed and assented to by the Chancellor on the recommendation of the Minister. 

(4) The Chancellor or the State Government may advise the University to adopt a 
new Statute or to amend an existing Statute. 


39. (1) The Academic Council shall have the power to make, subject to the provisions 
of this Act and the Statutes, Ordinances which may provide for all or any of the following 
matters : 

(a) the admission of students in the University ; 

(b) imposition and collection of fees fines and other dues payable to the 
University ; 

(c) prescribing the equivalence of examinations, degrees and diplomas of other 
universities and institutions ; 

(d) the courses of study, the examinations to be held, and the conditions on which 
students shall be admitted to examinations for any degree, diploma, certificate 


or title of the University ; 
(e) the grant of exemptions ; 
(| the appointment, duties and remuneration of examiners ; 
(g) the recognition of libraries and museums ; 
and all other matters which under this Act or the Statutes are required to be or may be 
prescribed by Ordinances. 

(2) All ordinances shall be submitted, as soon as my be to the Executive Council for 
approval. If the Executive Council rejects or amends the draft of any Ordinance, it may refer 
it back to the Academic Council for reconsideration. 

(3) An Ordinance shall be deemed to be passed by the Executive Council if it is 
approved by a majority vote. 
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(4) An Ordinance passed in the manner as provided in sub-section (3) shall be 
presented to the Chancellor for assent and, on its being assented to by the Chancellor in 
consultation with the Minister, shall come into force with effect from such date as the 
Chancellor may direct, provided that the Chancellor may withhold assent to the Ordinance 
or remit the Ordinance to the Executive Council for reconsideration in the light of the 
observations, if any, made by him. 


(5) The Chancellor shall have the power to cancel or modify any Ordinances. 


40. The authorities of the University may make regulations consistent with the 
provisions of this Act, the Statute and the Ordinances for the conduct of their own business 
and that of the committees, if any, appointed by them and not provided for in this Act or 
the Statutes or the Ordinances. 


CHAPTER VII 


Transitory provisions 


41. (1) The Governor of West Bengal holding Office at the date of publication of this 
Act in the Official Gazette shall be the first Chancellor of the University. 


(2) The first Chancellor shall exercise all the powers conferred on the Chancellor by 
or under this Act. For the first constitution of the Executive Council, the Academic Council 
and other authorities of the University, the first Chancellor shall nominate members thereof 
in accordance with the provisions of this Act. 


42. (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act, the first Vice-Chancellor shall 
be appointed by the first Chancellor in consultation with the Minister and on such terms 
and conditions as the first Chancellor may determine in consultation with the State 
Government, within three months from the date of publication of this Act in the Official 
Gazette. He shall hold office for such period as may be determined by the first Chancellor 
from time to time and such period shall, in no case, exceed four years from the date on 
which he assumes office. The first Vice-Chancellor shall exercise all the powers and perform 
all the duties of the Vice-Chancellor under this Act.. He shall also be in charge of the 
administration of funds and finances of the University and shall take necessary steps to 
maintain the accounts of the University. 


(2) The first Vice-Chancellor, in consultation with the State Government and after 
giving due regard to any suggestion given by it, shall, with the assistance of a committee 
consisting of not less than six members nominated by the State Government, cause the first 
Statutes, the first Ordinances and the first Regulations of the University to be made.The 
first Statutes, the first Ordinances and the first Regulations shall come into force after the 
first Chancellor has approved the same in consultation with the Minister, with effect from 
such date or dates as the first Chancellor may appoint. 


(3) The first Statutes, the first Ordinances or the first Regulations of the University 
shall remain in force until they are amended or until new Statutes, new Ordinances or new 
Regulations, as the case may be, are made under the provision of this Act. 


(4) Ifa vacancy occurs in the office of the first Vice-Chancellor before the expiry 
of the period of his office by reason of death, resignation or otherwise, then, the first 
Chancellor, in consultation with the Minister, may, on the terms and conditions provided 
in sub-section (1), in aggregate appoint another person to be the first Vice-Chancellor for 
the purposes of this section for the unexpired portion of such period or such further period, 
not exceeding in aggregate the period of four years which shall include the period served 
by the first Vice-Chancellor appointed under sub-section (1). 
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43. (1) There shall be an Advisory. Committee to be constituted by the State 
Government of which the first Vice-Chancellor shall be the Chairman. 


(2) The Advisory Committee shall consist of the following members— 

(a) the first Vice-Chancellor—Chairman ; 

(b) the Secretary, Higher Education Department, Government of West Bengal, 
or his nominee not below the rank of Deputy Secretary of the Government 
of West Bengal ; 

(c) the Secretary, Finance Department, Government of West Bengal, or his 
nominee not below the rank of Deputy Secretary to the Government of West 
Bengal ; 

(4) five Teachers of which three shall be Professors or Readers of Universities 
and two shall be Teachers of affiliated Colleges, nominated by the State 
Government in consultation with the first Vice-Chancellor ; 

(e) two persons, conversant with University administration, nominated by the first 
Chancellor in consultation with the Minister. 


(3) The function of the Advisory Committee shall be to assist and advise the Chairman 
of the Committee— 

(а) in drafting a plan for implementation of the programme of the University for 
the purposes of this Act; 

(b) in selecting sites of the University, Regional Centre and Study Centres and 
making necessary arrangements for securing the accommodation, furniture 
and equipments and such other things as are deemed necessary ; 

(c) in formulating, with the approval of the State Government, the final staff 
pattern (both teaching and non-teaching) of the University, Regional Centres 
and Study Centres and in prescribing the qualifications for recruitment of such 
staff ; 

(d) in preparing (ће programme of the teaching activities of the University 
consisting of— 

() the preparation of syllabi of different courses of study ; 

(ü) the determination of the method of operation of contact programmes and 
audiovisual mass media ; 

(iii) the preparation of teaching materials conforming to different stages of 
the academic programme ; 

liv) the preparation of written lessons of practical works at home and also 
lessons for homework ; 

(v) the making of arrangement for writing textbooks if ncessary ; 

(vi) the prescribing of the equivalence of examinations, degrees and diplomas 
of other universities and institutions and other such allied and ancillary 
matters. 

(4) Тһе Advisory Committee shall examine the annual accounts of the University. 


(5) In the case of any difference of opinion between the Chairman and the members 
of the Advisory Committee, the matter shall be referred to the first Chancellor whose decision 


shall be final. 


44. For the purposes of clause (d) of sub-section (3) of section 43, the University shall 
have the following temporary posts. and the Vice-Chancellor shall appoint persons to such 
posts on the recommendation of the Selection Committee to be constituted with the approval 
of the State Government :

(a) as manv posts of Director (to be filled up bv academicians in the rank of 
Professors) as there are Schools of Studies : 
Provided that on Director may be appointed for more than one School 
of Studies, and 
(b) two posts of expert lesson-writer—one in the rank of Reader and the other 
in the rank of Lecturer—for each subject to be taught under the concerned 
faculty : 


Provided that the persons appointed to the posts mentioned in clauses (a) and (b) shall 
be in service on the basis of contract to be renewed from time to time : 


Provided further that the absorption of such persons in permanent posts to be created 
by the University with the concurrence of the State Government under the provisions of 
this Act shall be subject to their being selected by the Selection Committee to be constituted 
for the purpose by Statutes. 


45. The Advisory Committee shall prepare a panel or panels of advisers, who are 
specialists in the subjects to be taught. 


46. (1) The Advisory Committee shall constitute an Interim Board of Studies in each 
subject under the respective School of Studies. The Interim Board of Studies shall consists 
of the following members : 


(a) the Vice-Chancellor—Chairman ; 
(b) the concerned Director—Vice-Chairman ; 
(c) the concerned Reader and the concerned Lecturer, who are lesson-writers ; 


(d) two Teachers of Universitites or Colleges who are experts in the subject, 
selected by the Vice-Chancellor ; 

(e) specialist or specialists in the concerned subject from the panel of advisers 
prepared under section 45, selected by the Advisory Committee. 


(2) The Interim Board of Studies shall prescribe the syllabus and course content of 
each subject, formulate the teaching programme and decide the teaching aids, and shall 
function till the Schools of Studies are constituted and commence functioning. 


47 The lessons shall be written by the concerned Readers and Lecturers appointed 
under clause (b) of section 44 following the guidelines to be provided by the respective Interim 
Board of Studies and shall be scrutinised by the Director concerned and finally approved 
by the Advisory Committee. 


48. The Advisory Committee may constitute a Sub-Committee for the purpose of 
carrying out its functions. 


49. All expenses towards the holding of the meetings of the Advisory Committee, 
Sub-Committee and Interim Board of Studies and all other incidental expenses, including 
the remuneration to be paid, shall be met from the University fund. 


50. (1) The Annual Statement of Accounts of the University shall, after examination 
by the Advisory Committee, be subjected to such audit as the State Government may direct. 


(2) Such Annual Statement of Accounts shall, together with the copies of the audit 
report thereon, be submitted to the State Government, and the State Government may, 
thereupon, take such action as it deems fit. 


51. The first Vice-Chancellor may, subject to the approval of the State Government, 
appoint such administrative, clerical and other staff (including technical staff) as it deems 
necessary for giving effect to the provisions of this Chapter. If necessary, such posts may 
be filled up by persons on the basis of contract to be renewed from time to time. On and

52. The vacancy in the office of a mmber of the Advisory Committee occurring by 
reason of death, resignation or otherwise shall be filled up by the State Government in 
consultation with the first Vice-Chancellor, and the vacancy in the office of a member of 
any Sub-Committee or Interim Board of Studies or panel of advisers occurring by reason 
of death, resignation or otherwise shall be filled up by the first Vice-Chancellor in consultation 
with the Advisory Committee. 7 


53. No act or proceedings of the Advisory Committee or any Sub-Committee or Interim 
Board of Studies shall be invalid merely by reason of the existence of any vacancy or vacancies 
among its members. 


54. The State Government shall by notification appoint a date and on and from such 
date the Executive Council, the Academic Council, other authorities of the University, the 
Regional Centres and the Study Centres shall commence to perform their respective functions 
and the first Statutes the first ordinances and the first Regulations of the University made 
under sub-section (2) of section 42 shall be deemed to be the first Statutes, the first 
Ordinances and the Regulations of the University made under section 38, section 39 and 
section 40 respectively. 


55. One and from the date referred to in section 54, the provisions of sections 43, 
45, 46, 47, 48, 52 and 53 shall stand repealed and, thereupon, the Advisory Committee, 
the panels of advisers, the Interim Board of Studies, and the Sub-Committees constituted 
by the Advisory Committee shall stand dissolved, and the members thereof or the advisers, 
al the case may be, shall be deemed to have vacated their respective offices. 


56. Notwithstanding anything contained in section 55, anything done or deemed to 
have been done or any action taken or deemed to have been taken or any appointment 
made under this Act prior to the data referred to in section 54 shall, unless it is otherwise 
provided in this Act, be deemed to have been validly done or taken or made under this Act. 


57. (1) If, by reason of any provision of this Act, any difficulty arises in giving effect 
to the provisions of this Chapter, the first Vice-Chancellor as Chairman of the Advisory 
Committee shall refer such difficulty to the State Government which may make such order 
or do such thing, not inconsistent with the provisions of this Chapter, as appears to it to 
be necessary or expedient for removing the difficulty. 


(2) If, on account of any lacuna or omission in the provisions of this Act, or for any 
other reason whatsoever, any difficulty arises as to the first constitution of any authority of 
the University under this Act, or otherwise in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, the 
State Government may, as occasion may require, by order do anything which appears to 
it to be necessary for the purpose of removing the difficulty notwithstanding anything to 


the contrary contained elsewhere in this Act or in any other law for the time being in force.

la A NEW CONCEPT 

The concept of an open university is an important innovation of this century. It aims to bring about revolutionary 
changes in the system of learning through DISTANCE EDUCATION. Here you have the freedom to start a 
programme, to go at your own pace and stop learning activities whenever you want to. It makes life-long learning 
a reality. 

Open University today is a global phenomenon. The first Open University (UKOU) was established in 
England in 1969. Sixteen vears later i.e., in 1985, IGNOU was established by an Act of Parliament to achieve 
the following objectives : 

To democratise higher education by taking it to the doorsteps of the students. 

To provide access to high quality education to all those who seek it irrespective of age, religion or formal 

qualification. 

To offer need based academic programmes by giving professional and vocational orientation to the courses. 

To promote and develop DISTANCE EDUCATION in India. 

To set and maintain standards in DISTANCE EDUCATION in the country as an apex body. 


1b DISTANCE EDUCATION AND OPEN LEARNING A 

Distance Education does not boast a long lineage in the history of Indian education. It was not an influential form 
of learning until Open University emerged in this field. Therefore, it was not unusual that an older term like 
Correspondence Education is often mistakenly used instead of Distance Education. 

The distinction between Correspondence Education and Distance Education lies in their aims, methods and 
orientation. Correspondence Education is in a way an extension of conventional education. Distance Education 
aims at varied goals. These include personal growth, training for better job prospects and job enhancement, a 
change in attitude, etc., in addition to imparting knowledge. Distance Education also employs a multimedia learning 
package including the teacher contact. It is characterised essentially by the advanced learning strategies effected 
by modern communication technology ; Correspondence Education, on the other hand, depends mostly on printed 
materials distributed by post. Distance Education is oriented towards pedagogy ; it has the in-built teacher in the 
Self-Instructional Materials.

CHAPTER - VII 


COLLEGES 


There are at present 375 institutions of different categories in West Bengal under the administrative jurisdiction 
of the Higher Education Department. Amongst those colleges there are General Degree Colleges, Teachers’ 
Training Colleges, Engineering and Technological Colleges, Art Colleges etc. The distribution of General Degree 
Colleges and other Colleges in different districts along with population figure is shown in table—(P-190) 

Decadal growth rate of colleges during 1971-1981 and 1981-1998 vis-a-vis decadal growth rate of 
population is shown in Table below. 

Degree colleges in this state fall under two broad categories—{i) Government Colleges and (ii) Non- 
Government Colleges. There are also a few private colleges which do not depend on the Government for the 
expenditure and operation. Some of these have approached the Government for financial help. 


GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 

Government Colleges are directly controlled by the State Government. Entire expenditure for these Colleges are 
borne by the Higher Education Department. The teaching and non-teaching staff of those Colleges are 
Government employees. 


NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES ` 
Amongst the Non-Government Degree Colleges, most are financed bv the Higher Education Department entirely 
or partially. Those which are ‘PAY PACKET COLLEGES’, receive paypacket grant to meet up salary expenditure 
for the staff of those colleges. The number of such Colleges are 327 in 1997-98 including 64 erstwhile Sponsored 
Colleges. Amongst the non-paypacket colleges, some receive grant only to match up difference between the “State 
Government Scale” and “College Scale”. Three new Non-Government Colleges have been established during the 
current financial year.

Amongst the above-mentioned colleges, the highest position, so far as number is concerned, is occupied 
the general Degree Colleges. 

From Table it may be seen that the total number of General Degree Colleges (Arts/Science/Commerce 
and Technological) in this State in 1997-98 is 375 and that of Professional Colleges is 25. The number of 
Engineering and Technological Colleges is 9 only. One Government Engineering College has been converted into 
Deemed University in 1992-93. One new Technological Institute has been established under joint collaboration 
of State and private enterprise. A new Engineering College has been established at Salt Lake City, Calcutta during 
the current financial year.

The Degree Colleges have wide variety in enrolment, subjects offered and in educational achievements. The poor 
enrolment of some colleges are due to weak infrastructures, distance from locality, teaching only pass subjects etc. 
Steps are being taken for consolidation and improvement, by introducing diversified courses, honours teaching 
facility etc, It may be mentioned that some colleges which had very poor enrolment in 1980-81 have improved 
their condition, which will be clear from the following table :

The other important factors which may be taken as responsible for good acádemic performance of colleges 
are regular holding of classes on the basis of Academic Calender, availability of good students, satisfactory library 
service etc. As regards the last factor it may be stated on the basis of available data that ‘library facility’ as available 
to students in most of the colleges needs to be improved as will be clear from the following table.

TEACHING FACILITY IN SCIENCE IN UNDERGRADUATE COLLEGES 

Amongst 327 General Degree Colleges in West Bengal only 218 Colleges have facility for Science teaching, at 
Pass and/or Hons. level. These science teaching colleges are; however, not evenly distributed throughout all the 
districts. The following table will show percentage of distribution of colleges with science teaching facility in the 
districts.

It is seen from the table that in Calcutta Corporation area about 84.6% colleges have facility for Science 
teaching while in remote districts like Malda and Coochbehar the same is about 42.9% and 66.6% respectively. 
Moreover, while Calcutta Corporation area contains 17.0% of the total Science teaching colleges in the State, 
South Dinajpur contains only 0.3% of the same. Contribution of the colleges in the northern part of this 
State which is called “North Bengal” towards Science teaching is small. The picture has much improved during 
1995-97 if we see the distribution of Science teaching colleges within the districts from Table above. It will 
be evident that the science teaching colleges are located mostly in district or sub-divisional headquarters, i.e., 
urban area and at the degree level it has not been able to penetrate much into the rural areas as yet. Although 
a good number of colleges have been established after 1977 in rural areas, it will take sometime todevelop 
proper infrastructure in most of those colleges for teaching Science. 


Most of the Science teaching colleges teach Physical Sciences (Physics/Chemistry). Life Sciences (Botany/ 
Zoology/Physiology) are taught in much lesser number of colleges. Subjects like Statistics, Geology, Computer 
Science, Electronics, etc. are taught in a limited number of colleges although there is great demand for those 
subjects. In view of the above the Higher Education Department has decided to sanction affiliation for Science 
teaching (Pass & Honours) in 12 colleges during 1997-98. Computer Education and Electronics have been 
introduced in 23 Colleges in both pass and honours level.—Also teaching affiliation has been accorded for 
emerging subjects like Micro-Biology. Mol. Biology etc. during the current year in a number of Colleges. 


TEACHING FACILITY IN COMMERCE IN DEGREE COLLEGES 


Enrolment in B. Com. Course is much less as compared to that in B.A. & B.Sc. Courses. Ratio of student 
strength in those courses in this State is 1 : 0.6 : 0.43. The reasons for smaller number of students undergoing 
B. Com. course are mainly two—first, most of the students passing out of the Madhyamik Examination opt 
for either Science stream or Arts stream, according to their choices and aptitudes. Very few of them opt for 
the Commerce stream. Hence, percentage of those students getting admission in B. Com. Degree Class after 
Higher Secondary is not very large. Of course, a fraction of the students who fail to get admission in B.A. 
or B.Sc. Degree Course add to this number. Secondly, the number of colleges offering teaching facility in 
commerce is also small as compared to the facility in Arts teaching or Science teaching. The following table 
will show the number of such colleges in Calcutta and districts. The State Government has opened Commerce 
Course in 6 more Colleges in 1996-97 and 20 Colleges in West Bengal has been strengthened with provision 
of commerce teaching in pass and honours subjects in recent years.

It may be noted from the above table that only 118 colleges offer teaching in Commerce. As regards 
districtwise distribution of those colleges, percentage of those colleges is high in only 6 districts, namely, Howrah, 
Hooghly, Burdwan, Birbhum, Nadia and South 24-Parganas, but in other districts it is very low though the picture 
has measurably changed after 1997 (See appendix IB). 


GIRLS’ COLLEGE 
The principles of equity demands expansion and promotion of Girls’ education. The distribution of girls’ colleges 
are shown below :

It may be mentioned that there are girls’ colleges in all districts excepting in Birbhum and North Dinajpur. The 
girls'college which is oldest in this State is Bethune College, which was started in 1879 and the one which is 
youngest is Arambag Girls’ College which has been started in 1996. Besides the above mentioned colleges, there 
are some professional colleges (Teachers’ Training/Fine Arts/Home Science etc.) which are meant for girl students 
only. Recently a Girls’ hostel for the Presidency College has been constructed in Salt Lake city, Calcutta. Other 
measures are under active consideration of the Government. 


GAMES AND SPORTS IN DEGREE COLLEGES 


FACILITIES 


Although games and sports are not included into regular curricular programme of General Degree colleges, 
adequate importance has been given to the organisation of the same in those colleges. There are posts of Physical 
Instructor/Physical Instructress in all Govt. colleges, and in some non-Govt. colleges. They are entrusted with the 
responsibility of organising games and sports in respective colleges. Grants have been released during recent years 
towards many colleges for purchase of equipments for games and sports. 


GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 
Most of the Govt. Colleges have no playground, within or outside campus. Nevertheless, the students of colleges 
are encouraged to participate in games and sports. AN INTER-GOVT. COLLEGE ATHLETIC MEET is held every year, 


NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


The picture of the non-Govt. colleges is slightly different. It is seen from available data that 105 colleges have 
playground attached to those colleges, while 25 colleges have playground outside the campus. But the playground 
of most of those colleges are not spacious enough for holding popular games like football or cricket. 


HOSTEL FACILITIES IN COLLEGES 


All the Engineering and Technological Colleges have hostel facility. All the Govt. Teachers’ Training Colleges, 
excepting one, have this facility. Amongst the Govt. General Degree Colleges however only ten colleges have it. 
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Amongst the non-Govt. colleges, (General Degree and Teachers’ Training) ninety-three colleges offer this facility. 
Number of non-Govt. colleges in each district having hostel facility is shown below :

Teachers’ Training Colleges fall into two categories : (a) B.Ed./PGBT Colleges & (b) Physical Education Colleges. 


(a) 


The former type of colleges offer almost 1 year course leading to B.Ed. Degree or PGBT Diploma. Those 
are meant for secondary school teachers teaching subjects like English, Bengali, Mathematics, Physics, 
History, Geography, Chemistry, Sanskrit and other School Subjects. 

The latter type of colleges offer 1 year course leading to B.P.Ed. Degree. The course is meant for the 
teachers teaching physical education in secondary schools. 

There is only one institution in this State which offers diploma course in English language teaching.

INTAKE CAPACITY 
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Amongst the B. Ed. Colleges only three are meant exclusively for women candidates. There are education 
departments in 7 Universities and 15 General Degree Colleges where B. Ed./P. G. B. T. courses are conducted, 
Besides there are also 24 exclusive B. Ed. Colleges in the State. There is one special Institute which imparts training 
in English only. 


ENROLMENT 


Total number of seats in B. Ed./PGBT Colleges and Education Departments of universities and colleges is about 
7600 at present. Fifty percent of the seats in B. Ed./PGBT Colleges is earmarked for deputed teacher candidates. 
It may be mentioned that B. Ed. or PGBT is an essential qualification for recruitment of teachers for secondary 
schools. However, there is some backlog of untrained secondary school teachers who are deputed for undergoing 
В. Ed. course. The oldest Teachers’ Training College in this State is David Hare Training College which started 
functioning in 1908-09. The youngest one is Siliguri B. Ed. College which started in 1990-91 with intake of 
75. In recent years it has been found that a good number of seats in the deputed quota in B. Ed. Colleges remain 
vacant. 2 


PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


Manifold activities in Physical Education in Higher Education level of this state is progressing satisfactorily. This 
year 9th Inter Govt. College Athletic Championship and 7th Inter Govt. College Football Tournament were held 
at Yuba Bharati Krirangan, Salt Lake, Calcutta from 16th March to 22nd March, 1998. A number of 260 Boy 
and Girl students of 18 Govt. Colleges took part in this Championship Govt. patronized this programme with all 
necessary co-operation. 

Some pieces of land have been obtained at the disposal of the Education Department which is given by 
the Department of Agriculture as gift at Chinsurah Rice Research Center for construction of Govt. Physical 
Education College for Women, Hooghly. Preparation for construction work is in process. Apart from this : 

() Govt. has been giving monetary assistance to non-Govt. Physical Education Colleges for smooth 
running of the colleges. j 

(ii) State Govt. is sanctioning each year allotment for the Govt. Degree Colleges for the development 
of the sports and games. 

(iii) This year, Govt. has accorded Rs. 8,00,000 for the Construction of Adm. Building and Rs. 
25,04,000 for the construction of boundary wall of Post Graduate Trg. College for Physical Education 
at Banipur. 

(м) Already Rs. 7 Lakh has been spent for the construction of boundary wall of new site purchased for 
the Govt. College of Phy-Edn. for Dinhata. 

Of late, the state has introduced post-graduate course in Physical Education at Banipur, North 24-Parganas. 
Teaching affiliation for physical education has been accorded to three colleges in Midnapore district. Similar 
proposals are under active consideration of the State Government.

LAW EDUCATION 
The first introduction of law education in India can be traced to the year of 1827 when that course was introduced 
in Hindu College. When Presidency College came into being in 1855 law education became an integral department 
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of higher education. Variour factors, however, compelled this law department to be abolished in 1884 and the 
Ripon College (now Surendranath College) was granted affiliation to teach B.L. in 1885. The next major step 
in law education of the State was taken when Calcutta University opened its law college in 1909. Since 1970 
four more law colleges have come up, along with law colleges at North Bengal and at Burdwan Universities. The 
academic status of law education has however, fluctuated over the decades. Initially, it had attracted brilliant scholars 
and produced most of the legal luminaries of the 19th century. After the First World War, however, the legal 
profession became overcrowded and this overcrowding has been the continuous feature till today. After the 
Independence, legal graduates came to be in high demand due to industrial and commercial growth, and expansion 
was allowed to suit the emerging demands of banks, commercial houses, insurance companies, Government service 
and public sector enterprises etc. Previously, the study of law comprised of 3 yr. courses everywhere but of late 
there has been a major innovation in the introduction of a 5-year integrated course on the recommendations of 
the All India Bar Council. The course starts beyond the H.S. stage and in the first 2 yrs. the syllabus includes, 
apart from some basic law courses, English, Political Science, History and allied subjects. The last three years are 
to be devoted to the teaching of law subjects only. Still however, the uniformity in the structure and duration of 
courses under different Universities is lacking. The present position in legal education in the State is enumerated 
below in a summary form :

Hindu College), which was established in 1817. This was followed by Sanskrit College (1824), Krishnagar College 
(1846), Bethune College (1879), etc.

Presidency College has a Centre for Advanced Study in Economics, This centre was started in 1972 under the 
Special Assistance Programme of the U.G.C. The centre helps in conducting Honours teaching programme in 
Economics. Besides, it conducts research programmes. Important seminars and workshops are also organised by 
the Centre on various aspects of macro and micro-economics. The primary thrust of research in the Centre has 
been in the formulation of approaches and methods for understanding some important problems of Indian 
economy. Two posts of professors in the scale of Rs. 4,500—7,300 have been created by the Govt. of West Bengal 
exclusively for the Centre. An expert committee appointed by U.G.C. has recommended the following special 
assistance towards the Centre during the period 1992-1997 :

Many more academic staff of Presidency College, Darjeeling Govt. College, Maulana Azad College, Lady 
Brabourne & Bethune college & Teachers of David Hare Trg. College, Govt. College of Education, Burdwan, 
Banipur etc. are engaged in research activities. The Government is also sanctioning grants for the promotion 
of research activities in both Government and Non-Government Colleges. 


CONSOLIDATION AND IMPROVEMENT 


These Government colleges are solely maintained by the State Government. So, their infrastructural and other 
facilities are far better than those of the Non-government Colleges. The Department of Higher Education lends 
„special care for the consolidation and improvement of these colleges and grants additional funds for the renovation, 
tepair, extension and even for new constructions of various categories. Grants are also released for the equipment 
of laboratories and also for the purchase of books, journals, chemicals etc. Affiliation of new teaching subjects 
have been sanctioned during 1997-98 as in previous years. 


MANAGEMENT OF GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 

These are generally controlled by the Education Department, Government of West Bengal in collaboration with 
the Education directorate headed by the Director of Public Instruction, West Bengal. He is also the Ex-officio 
Secretary to the Government of West Bengal. In addition, every college has a Governing Body which supervises 
the normal functioning of the College. The Higher Education Department has recently outlined the reconstitution 
of the Goyerning Body of Government Colleges through Government order. 
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NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


Beside the Government Colleges the State at present has 340 Non-Government Colleges of different categories 
of which 310 are non-Government Degree Colleges. The oldest of these colleges are Serampore College 
established in 1818 under the initiative of the Danish Government. It thus coincides with the year of establishment 
of Hindu College (later Presidency College) in Calcutta. It was followed by Krishnath College (1858), St. Xaviers' 
College (1860), St. Pauls’ College (1865) and Midnapore College (1873). Sometimes their developments were 
associated with the National (Education) Movements in India during the British period, such as Surendranath 
College (1884), and Jadavpur Vidyapith (now Jadavpur Vidyapith College of Education). The decadal growth of 
Colleges (Appendix IB) will show the course of development of Non-Government Colleges till recent year. It will. 
be seen further from the table that the course of development of these Colleges are uneven. Under the British 
rule it was obviously very slow and the total number of Colleges-from 1811 to 1947, when the British withdrew 
from India, was 55. However, the pace of development of Non-Government Colleges got accelerated after 1947. 
The total number of Non-Government Colleges is at present 340 including all categories of institutions. The Left 
Front Government in West Bengal has established 86 Non-Government Degree Colleges to meet the public 
demand and to expand the scope of education to the distant regions. Permission for affiliation for teaching new 
subjects in BA/BSc/BCom (Pass, Hons., Vocational, Physical Education & new emerging subjects) level has been 
granted for consolidation and enrichment of curicular areas. Here we see the contributions from the old Rajas, 
Zamindars, the Common Public and the role of the Christians Missions, Ramkrishna Mission and some minority 
communities apart from the overall role played by the State Government since Independence.

Since Independence the National and State Governments appointed the University Education Commission, 
1948-49, the Indian Education Commission (Kothari Commission), 1964-66, and the Ashok Mitra Commission 
1992-93 and many other Commissions and Committees for the improvement of education and the service 
conditions of the Non-Government College teachers which were not at par with the benefits of the Government 
College teachers. Their service conditions were not satisfactory in many respects till the installation of the Left 
Front rule in 1977. The important steps taken for the improvement of the service conditions of teachers of Non- 
Government Colleges are enumerated below : 
(i) As there was no Service Security of College teachers and as payment schedules were very much irregular 
the present Government, after assumption of power, passed the *West Bengal College' (Payment of Salaries) 
Act, 1978 by which security of service and payment of salaries were ensured by the State Government. 
The Pay Packet Scheme was introduced in Education Directorate under the Assistant Director of Public 
Instruction for discharging salaries and other financial matters. 
(ii) Democratisation of the Administrative Governing bodies of the Non-Government Colleges by making 
provision for the election of representatives from the teaching and non-teaching staff of respective colleges. 
(ii) Abolition of 50% of deposit from the College Fund. Previously the Non-Government Colleges would have 
to deposit 5096 of their income to the Government Exchequer against the total payment of Salary by the 
State Government. Now the present Government waived the payment of this 5096 of their fee income. 
(м) Similarly, Death-cum-Retirement benefit was sanctioned for teachers of Non-Government College teachers 
in 1978. In 1993-94 the enhanced rate of pension and other benefits were sanctioned for teachers who 
had opted for them by the Education Department, Government of West Bengal, making them at par with 
the Government College teachers. 

A Pension Cell has been attached to the Pay Packet Section of the Education Directorate to look 
after the details of the Retirement. Benefits of the Non-Government College teachers. The State 
Government, even within its limited resources, has been striving to release the retirement benefits to the 
utmost possible extent. Similarly, a College Sponsored Cell has been created to deal with various problems 
of the Sponsored Colleges in the State whose total number is 65. The Deputy Regional Education Officer, 
Jalpaiguri also releases salary for North Bengal Non-Govt. Colleges in Jalpaiguri and Coochbehar , 


districts. 
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(у) Expansion and Quality improvement : 


Apart from taking positive steps for solving the payment of salaries, security of service and the 
Retirement Benefits the State Government, ever since assumption of power in 1977, has concentrated on 
the decentralisation of educational opportunities to the rural areas to meet the demands of the people for 
education. Altogether 85 Colleges have been established since 1977 in different parts of the State. Nine 
new Colleges have been established in 1996-97 (as on 31.7.97). Also side by side with access and 
expansion, the State Government is equally conscious of the improvement of quality of college education. 
Policy of consolidation and diversification of courses have been assiduously pursued year after year. Every 
year the State Government has been sanctioning grants for the equipment and development of libraries 
and laboratories of the Colleges; Funds are being released for the repair, reconstruction/renovation, 
extension of college buildings every year. Similarly, allotments are given for the purchase of furniture, books, 
laboratory equipments etc. During 1995-96 an amount of Rs. 74,67,483/- was sanctioned for these 
purposes. Similarly, Rs. 1.00 lakh was released for development of libraries and laboratories of the Colleges. 
During the current year the State Government has under consideration to release Rs. 53 lakhs as 
developmental grants to all Non-Government Degree colleges for development of physical infrastructure 
of physical education. Side by side, Grants are also released for consolidation and improvement of library, 
furniture & other capital grants for different purposes taking into account the needs of the Colleges. 
Construction of Auditorium has been undertaken in some districts. 


The State Government has, since 1994-95, granted affiliation for diversification of teaching subjects 
to Non-Government Colleges with a view to meeting popular demands and for upgrading the level of 
education at all corners in the State. The Table on Affiliation of Subjects shows that such developmental 
Scheme was extended to Pass (B.A./B.Sc./B.Com) and Honours levels and the number of subjects during 
1994, 95-96 and 96-97 was 86, 303 and 297, and the number of Colleges involved was 65, 161 and 
190 respectively. A number of vocational and modern subjects were also granted affiliation to increase 
relevance of education to self employment. Courses in Physical Education have been introduced in Non 
Government Colleges like Midnapore College, Garbeta College & Seva’ Bharati Mahavidyalaya. 

During the current financial year the State Government has granted affiliation for teaching 30 subjects 
at BA/BSc (Pass & Hons.) level in colleges throughout the State. 

The responsibility of management of non-Government colleges lies with the Governing Body of the 
colleges in question. The academic matters of the Colleges are looked after by the concerned University 
to which the colleges are affiliated. These colleges are, however, within the administrative jurisdiction of 
the Education Directorate and the Higher Education Department. 


CO-ORDINATION OF AND PLACEMENT IN NON-GOVERNMENT COLLEGES 


The State Government has established the West Bengal State Council of Higher Education in 1994 and the West 
Bengal College Service Commission in 1979 for co-ordination and improvement of Non-Government colleges 
and for making recommendations for filling up the vacancies of different categories of posts in Non-Government 
colleges. Since then both these bodies have done creditable services. The College Service Commission, has been 
successful in filling up the vacant posts of academic staff in large members and thereby helped in raising the total 
academic atmosphere in the Colleges. (See Chapter II) 


Inspite of all the steps taken, many more proposals for the overall development of Non-Government Colleges are 
under active consideration of the Government.

WEST BENGAL DISTRICT GAZETTEERS 


Publication of District Gazetteers of the State of West Bengal is almost a kind of a national networking programme 
and a very prestigious and challenging activity of the Government of West Bengal, which has been functioning 
effectively under the Higher Education Department. In the recent years, functioning of the office of the State Editor, 
West Bengal District Gazetteers, under the Ministry of Higher Education, has been boosted up significantly and 
effectively. 

The office of the West Bengal District Gazetteers was set up in 1958 to implement a scheme of Govt. of 
India of 1955, for revision of District Gazetteers published before Independence. This office has so far revised 
and published District Gazetteers of 14 districts, viz. 

West Dinajpur, Bankura, Malda, Hooghly, Howrah, Birbhum, Coochbehar, Nadia, 
Murshidabad, Darjeeling, Jalpaiguri, Purulia, 24-Parganas and Bardhaman. 
The first 8 books, out of those 14, are now out of print, and the rest are about to be exhausted. Writing of the 
revised edition of Medinipur District Gazetteer, both in English and Bengali are about to be completed. It is expected 
that these two books will be published latest by end of 1998, if not earlier. 

Within a very short span of time (i.e., during 1994-98) it has published 12 books, including revised editions 
of the West Bengal District Gazetteers of 24-Parganas and Bardhaman and reprints of L.S.S. O'Malley's Bengal 
District Gazetteers of Bankura, Midnapur, Birbhum, Murshidabad, 24-Parganas, and Peterson's Bengal District 
Gazetteer of Burdwan ;' as also W.W. Hunter's The Annals of Rural Bengal and Statistical Account of Midnapore, 
Hughli and Howrah, Sundarbons and 24-Parganas. ° 
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During the year 1997-98, this office has brought out reprints of 2 Bengal District Gazetteers (Murshidabad 
and 24-Parganas) by O'Malley and З. districtwise volumes (Hughli & Howrah, Sundarbans, 24-Parganas) of A 
Statistical Account of Bengal, by W. W. Hunter. An updated edition of A Summary of the Chanaes in the 
Jurisdiction of Districts in Bengal, by Rai Monmohan Chakraborti Bahadur, originally published in 1918, is in press 
and expected to come out very soon. 

The books under the series Bengal District Gazetteers by O'Malley and others, and A Statistical Account 
of Bengal by W. W. Hunter have become very important historical documents depicting old-world pictures of the 
districts and giving their people a glimpse of the way their ancestors lived more than a century ago. But they were 
our of print for a long time. Reprining of those books has thus been felt a historical necessity to understand a sense 
of direction, to judge progress and policies of the country and to attain other ends. They are in great demand too, 
Keeping this in view, the Govt. of West Bengal has planned to issue their reprint. The tradition of Gazetteer 
literature has also been kept alive by the publication of revised editions of these old Gazetteers by incorporating 
latest data. 


This office has also planned to revise, compile, edit and publish— 
(a) District Gazetteers of West Bengal both in English and Bengali ; 
(b) Revised edition of the District Gazetteers of West Bengal so far published and already out of print ; 
(c) Reprint of Bengal District Gazetteers published before Independence, as historical documents, and their 
Bengali versions ; 
(d) Reprint of Statistical Account of Bengal in districtwise volumes, by W. W. Hunter and their Bengali 
versions ; 
(e) State Gazetteer of West Bengal—both in English and Bengali ; 
(f) A number of most important and invaluable books, including reprint and revised edition of old 
publications, as allied literature, from time to time. 
This office has planned to bring out five to seven books during the financial year of 1997-98 of which 3 
will be in Bengali. Moreover, it has plans to revise 4 district gazetteers, which are already out of print under the 
series ‘West Bengal District Gazetteers’ and to compile their Bengali versions also.

Printing of the number of copies of these books has also been increased from one thousand to three 
thousands, in general with a view to making the books easily available to a large number of intending purchasers. 
The office is also exploring its own marketing channel throughout the country, even in the districts and aborad. 
To make all these programmes more successful and continuously progressive the H. E. Deptt. has been considering 
of reorganise the infrastructure of this office in a more effective pattern. This office has also been getting linked 
up with many specialised research institutions of Govt. and Semi-Govt. nature for having desirable assistance from 
them from time to time for compilation purposes. 


This office has also started to participate in Book Fairs in the districts and Calcutta from 1996 for promotion 
of public relation and marketing of their publications by joining with the West Bengal Pavillion in Calcutta Book 
Fair and setting up stalls in different, District Book Fairs. Remarkable achievement has been gained through this 
programme.

Towards the end of 1997, two teams of experts headed by Assistant Director of Archives visited Jalpaiguri 
and Coochbehar districts and examined records of State Library, Collectorate Library of Jalpaiguri and Coochbehar 
Sahitya Sabha, North Bengal State District Library. 

The other achievements of the State Archives during the past one year may be summed up as under : 

1. Construction of the new functional building at 43, Shakespeare Sarani, Cal., has been completed.

As per the recommendations of the Kothari Commission on ‘media-transfer’ the State Government established 
the West Bengal State Book Board in 1970 with the objective of publishing books for Higher Education in Bengali 
medium. The Board of Governors which governs the Book Board consists of the members who are nominated 
out of the members of the Registered Society of the Board. The Chairman of the Board and the Society is the 
Hon'ble Minister-in-Charge of Higher Education with the Principal Secretary (Higher Education) as their 
Vice-Chairman and the Chief Executive Officer as their Member-Secretary.

The costs towards publication of books are largely met by the State Exchequer. The Government of India 
at times shares this cost to some extent. The recurring expenditure is solely borne by the State Government. 


PUBLICATIONS 

The Book Board has so long brought out 673 publications including several reprints and revised editions as against 
662 & 643 books in the year “96-97 & "95-96 respectively. Thus the number of its publications has been on 
the increase. 

The published titles are mainly texts for use at the degree and post-graduate level of studies. The publications 
cover also Science Monographs, Terminologies, Dictionaries and Journals for use of students and general readers 
as well. 

The Board has so far published books on the following academic disciplines : (1) Agriculture, (2) Physiology 
and Medical Science, (3) Botany, (4) Engineering and Technology, (5) Chemistry, (6) Statistics, (7) Defence Studies, 
(8) Geography, (9) Geology, (10) Psychology, (11) Mathematics, (12) Library Science, (13) Physics, (14) Science 
Monographs, (15) Zoology, (16) Popular Science, (17) Journalism, (18) Commerce, (19) History, (20) Literature, 
(21) Music, (22) Sanskrit, (23) Law, (24) Philosophy, (25) Political Science, (26) Teachers’ Training, 
(27) Economics. 

Manuscripts of some more 27 books including the one prepared by the Land & Land Revenue Department 
of the Government of West Bengal on the Report of the Bengal Land Revenue Commission, 1940 have been 
sent out for printing while 7 other manuscripts will shortly be sent to the press for printing. 

The Board has also started preparing manuscripts particularly on the following subjects which along with 
some other subjects have recently been introduced in several colleges all over the State : Physical Education, 
Tourism & Travel Management, Computer Science, Industrial Fish & Fisheries, Sericulture, Advertisement, Sales 
Promotion & Sales Management and Office Management & Office Administration. Preparation of these 
manuscripts has been undertaken by the Board as a follow-up of the deliberations by subject experts in the 
Workshops held by the Board in collaboration with the West Bengal State Council for Higher Education and also 
with the West Bengal Bangla Academy. 
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The other books published by the Board on behalf of the Government of West Bengal are (i) Calcutta 300- 
Sahitya-o-Sanskriti Parampara and (ii) Calcutta's Urban Future. 

Sale of the two Hindi books, namely, ‘Acharya Kshitimohan Sen Hindi Granthavali' and ‘Dr. Suniti Kumar 
Chatterjee Hindi Granthavali’, published by the Paschim Banga Hindi Academy, has also been arranged by the 
Book Board. 


The publications of the Board have so far earned prestigious awards including Rabindra, Satyendra Smriti, 
Ananda and Narasingh Das Awards. That the Board has already earned popularity among the students and the 
readers at large has been revealed particularly by the increasing number of visitors to the Book Fairs in which the 
Board has participated in and outside the State including the 13th World Book Fair recently held in New Delhi.

AIMS AND OBJECTIVES 


t The Paschim Banga Hindi Academy has been functioning under the administrative and financial 
jurisdiction of the Department of Higher Education, Govt. of West Bengal since 1990. 


| It was founded by the Govt. of West Bengal to promote, develop and encourage the study of Hindi language 
and literature in the state of West Bengal, especially among the non-Hindi speaking people, both rural and 
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urban. Other objectives of the Academy were-(1) to encourage and undertake translation of Bengali classics and 
scholarly works in Bengali on literature, history, science and technology ; (2) to publish Hindi texts for different 
classes following the syllabi and curricula meant for non-Hindi speaking people ; (3) to undertake and encourage 
researches in Hindi language and literature, etc. 


STRUCTURE 

The Academy is controlled by two principal authorities, viz., a General Council consisting of 61 members and 
a Governing Body consisting of 23 members. For smooth functioning of the Academy, the Governing Body with 
the approval of the Govt. of West Bengal has constituted five sub-committees consisting of 5 members each. 
Sri Jyoti Basu, the Hon'ble Chief Minister, Govt. of West Bengal and Sri Ayodhya Singh, a veteran politician and 
editor of the Hindi weekly Swadhinata are the Chairman and Vice-Chairman respectively of the Paschim 
Banga Hindi Academy.

NATIONAL SERVICE SCHEME 

The National Service Scheme (NSS) was started in 1969-70 with a view to promoting social consciousness 
and an essence of responsibility as well as discipline and dignity of labour among college students. The aim of 
National Service Scheme is “development of personality of the students through Community Service”. 
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The National Education Policy, 1986 provided that the scheme should be executed in such a manner as 
to provide a third dimension of education. 

A State-level Committee headed by the Hon'ble MIC, Higher Education is looking after the implementation 
of the programme. There is one State Liaison Officer for monitoring the Scheme in the State. 


In West Bengal, there is a contingent of volunteers consisting of 30,000 students in most of the Affiliated 
Colleges under various universities and IIT, Kharagpur. The students in the 10+2 level under the West Bengal 
Council of Higher Secondary Education are also participants in the programme.

Acquire leadership qualities and democratic attitude ; 
Develop capacity to meet emergencies and natural disasters ; and 
Practice national integration. 
~ Special camping programmes are also organised with a volunteers totalling 15,000 as per guidelines in 
this respect. 


In the Camps as well as for regular programmes, the main theme is Golden Jubilee of Independence of 
India with special reference of National Integration. In January'98, a National Integration Camp in which students 
from 14 Universities outside West Bengal took part, was organised by the Bankim Sardar College, 24-Рав (S) under 
the Calcutta University. There has been overwhelming participation by the local students as well as the people 
of the neighbouring villages. The Camp started on 22.01.98 and ended on 31.01.98. 

Symposium on AIDS, Blood Donation and Other allied subjects are being held in different districts under 
the programme. University's Talk AIDS (UTA) have been organised in collaboration with the Regional Office of 
Youth and Sports Ministry of Govt. of India. As in the previous year Burdwan & Vidyasagar Universities are 
performing better and have kept the colours flying. A contingent of 10 students visited Gujarat in the National 
Integration Camp organised at Bhabnagar. In the Republic Day Parade in New Delhi also, a contingent of 10 
students participated.

M. S.—Ayurvedacharyya Course/ Diploma in Marine Engineering (1992) and (V) B. H. M. S. (Homoeopathv)

The Office of the Board is situated from the very beginning, at Slater Hall, B. E. College. The Director 
of the B. E. College is the Chairman of this Board having twenty four Members at present who are Heads of 
the respective Institutes and Govt. Officers from concerned Departments and one Member Secretary form amongst 
Senior Faculty Members of BE. College (D U). The Board handled only 5,000 candidates in 1962 which has 
increased to 90.000 candidates in 1998 (excluding I. T. I.’s which had 45,000 applicants in 1997).

(ii) To provide reading-room facilities to these students with all possible amenities, for an extensive span 
of 12 hours (8.00 A.M. to 8.00 P.M.) on weekdays and (8.00 A.M. to 2.00 P.M. on Saturdays) ; 
(iii) To provide cheap-canteen facilities at a heavily subsidised rate for meals and refreshments for a token 
payment of 0.20 paise only per meal. 
All of the Homes have expectedly become very popular. These centres cater to the needs of poor and 
meritorious students.

Activities 1997-98 


The Institute is devoted to the study on social and economic problems of India, past and present.. 

The ongoing research projects of the Institute are the following : 

1. Pre-Census Population Project of India Sponsored by the Planning Commission and the 
Registrar General India—The purpose of the project is to compile and publish descriptive and statistical 
materials on any part of India-provinces, districts, cities, towns, taluks, thanas, villages—from the ancient period 
to 1870 when the first census was conducted. It is proposed to publish 8 volumes, one volume for the period up 
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to 1800, and one for each decade from 1801 to 1870. Four volumes relating to the period 1801-1840 have 
been published by the Registrar General India. Manuscripts for 2 volumes—Vol. VI 1841-1850 and Vol. VII 1851- 
1860—are getting ready for the press. Preliminary work is in progress relating to Vol. I upto 1800 and Vol. ҮШ 
1861-1870. 

2. A Bibliography of Bengali Writings on social sciences 1948 onward sponsored by the 
Indian Council of Social Science Research (ICSSR), Union Ministry of Human Resource 
Development—The Institute has compiled bibliography of economic and sociological writings on Bengali upto 
1800 supported by the ICSSR. The bibliography of economic writings in Bengali will be published by the Paschim 
Banga Bangla Academy. The Institute is now compiling a bibliography of all branches of social science from 1948 
onward. Books and articles published in periodicals are being catalogued. The work is likely to be finished by March 
1998. 

3. Economic History of India : Documents. 1858-1901—Agriculture and lrrigation— 
sponsored by the Indian Council of Historical Research (ICHR), Union Ministry of Human Resource 
Development:—The purpose of the project is to compile documents bearing on agriculture and irrigation in India 
from manuscript and published sources. The first phase of the work has been completed. 

4. A Bibliography of Bengali Writings on Sociology and Bibliography Bengali Writings on 
Science and Technology, 1800-1950— The former was sponsored by the ICSSR and the later by the Indian 
National Science Academy. The bibliographies were compiled by 1990. The Department of Higher Education 
has sanctioned a grant to process the materials with due classification and index so that both the volumes may 
be sent to the press at an early date. 

5. An Evaluation of Higher Education in West Bengal—The Institute was entrusted with this 
responsibility by the Hon ble Minister-in-Charge, Department of Higher Education, Government of West Bengal. 
The project is being formulated in collaboration with the West Bengal Council of Higher Education. It may be 
mentioned that the Institute conducted an evaluation of primary education in West Bengal at the instance of the 
Chief Minister.

1. During the year 1997-98, the Institute organised two discussion meetings. Dr. Bishnupada Das 
(formerly of Bidhan Nagar Govt. College, Calcutta) delivered a very interesting lecture on the "Neo-Vaishnava 
Movement : An Aspect of Social History of South-Western Frontier of Bengal", on 16.08.97 while Dr. Jasobanta 
Kar of North Bengal University spoke on *Netaji Subhas Chandra Bose and Militant Nationalism in India" on 
25.10.97. Many distinguished historians attended these meetings. 


Il. The Institute held its Founder's Day celebrations on 7th and 9th June, 1997. Dr. Narendra Nath 
Bhattacharyya of the Department of Ancient Indian History and Culture, University of Calcutta, delivered the 
S. P. Sen Memorial Lecture on, "Caste, Class and Social Stratification in Ancient India". Dr. Bratindra Nath 
Mukherjee, Carmichael Professor of Ancient Indian History, took the chair. The Institute also organised a whole- 
day Junior Research Scholars' Seminar on this occasion. The seminar evoked much enthusiasm among the junior 
members of the Institute & their friends. Seven research scholars attached to different Universities presented papers 
on subjects connected with their own research projects. The celebrations were arranged with the kind financial 
assistance of the Dept. of Higher Education, Govt. of West Bengal.

(i) Justice Binayak Nath Banerjee Memorial Lecture, organized with the help of an endowment created by the 
late Justice Banerjee's daughter Sm. Madhuri Chattopadhyay, was delivered on 28th June, '97 by Dr. Pratap 
Chandra Chunder, eminent jurist and litterateur. His lecture on “Common code of conduct in Ancient India" 
was highly interesting and informative. 

(i) The Nagendra Sekhar Chakravarty Endowment Lecture of the Institute was delivered on 12th July '97 
by Dr. Pranab Kumar Chatterjee, Principal, Haldia Government College, Haldia. On this occasion, 
Dr. Chatterjee spoke on, “Political Alignments of the Revolutionary Groups in Bengal, 1937-42". Professor 
Prashanta Kumar Chatterjee, former Professor of History, Burdwan University, presided over the lecture. 

(ii) Dr. A. P. Mathur Endowment Lecture was organised for the first time this year on 22 November, 1997, 
with the help of funds placed at our disposal by Professor Agam Prasad Mathur, former Vice-Chancellor 
of the University of Agra. Dr. Papia Chakravarty, Reader in History, Jadavpur University, delivered a highly 
erudite and thought-provoking lecture on the “Problem of Identity and Social Reform in Colonial India : 
Rammohan and Dayanand—A comparative Study”. 

(iv) On 14th February, 1998, took place another endowment lecture in memory of late Professor Sunil 
Kumar Sen. On this occasion, Sri Nripendra Bandyopadhyay, Fellow, Centre for Studies in Social 
Sciences, Calcutta, spoke on, “Land Reform in India : Problems and Prospects (with special reference to 
West Bengal)”.

The object of the 
seminar was not only to make an unbiased estimate of Netaji’s role in India’s freedom struggle but also to 
discuss his stand on different national, international and regional issues of his time and the relevance of his 


ideas to-day. We hope to publish the papers presented at the seminar in a single volume within the next 
financial year (1998-99). 
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(v) The 34th Annual Conference of the Institute of Historical Studies was held at Kollam (Quilon), 
Kerala, under the auspices of the local Sree Narayana College, between 27 and 29 December, 1997. 
The principal theme adopted for the Conference was : "Science & Technology : Their Impact on 
Indian Civilization through the Ages". Besides, there was also a local theme, namely *South India's 
Foreign Contacts (ancient to modern periods)". About twenty scholarly papers were presented and 
discussed. Delegates representing a number of universities and academies all over the country assembled 
at the conference which was presided over by Dr. T. K. Ravindran, former Professor of History, Kerala 
University. 

(vi) We are happy to announce that the Institute has recently brought out the papers presented at the two-day 
seminar on Gandhi, held in April, “96, in the form of a monograph entitled Gandhi Yesterday and 
Today with generous financial assistance from the Government of West Bengal. Besides, we have brought 
out two combined issues (equivalent to four ordinary issues) of our journal The Quarterly Review of 
Historical Studies during the present year.

IACS is the oldest research institute of the country, founded by Dr. M. L. Sircar for advancement of science by 
original research and its varied applications. Prof. C. V. Raman worked here from 1907 to 1933. Dr. Meghnad 
Saha was its first director from 1953 to 1956. It has one of the richest libraries in the country. 

The Indian Association for the Cultivation of Science has been continuing its efforts for excellence in 
scientific research. The various scientific activities and achivements during the year are summarised below : 


Solid State Physics Department 


Structural properties of crystals of specific interest, especially those involving disorder, crystals having phase 
transition at low temperature are being studied by X-rays. X-ray diffraction studies of liquid crystals and amorphous 
materials have also been undertaken. EPR and magnetic investigations on one-dimensional magnetic solids, 
Jahn-Teller solids, phase transition in dia-and paramagnetic crystals and Solgel glasses are being continued. 
The Zeeman study of rare earth ions is cesium cadmium trichloride at low temperatures are being carried out. 
Mossbauer studies on Fe-glases and minerals are completed. Magnetic and optical spectroscopic studies of 
some rare earth vanadate and phosphate crystals are undertaken. Some new high T superconducting oxides 
and giant magnetoresistive materials have been prepared and characterised. Experimental and theoretical 
investigations on ultrasonic and acoustic properties of solids, liquids-liquid mixtures and porus media are being 
continued. Impedance spectra of some heavy metal fluoride glasses have been studied. A universal ac relaxation 

bserved. Light emitting diodes have been fabricated using methyl yellow as organic 


in these glasses has been o 
semiconductors. Galvanomagnetic properties and thermoelectric power of some non-conventional glass have been 


investigated. 


Materials Science Department 


Department of Materials Science have pursued their research work for the year 1997-98 through the following 


experimental projects. 
1. (a) XRD analysis of metals; intermetalics and nanocomposites, 
(b) Growth and studies of non-linear materials. 
2. (а) Preparation of GMR and CMR materials and characterisation of them at liquid helium temperatures under 
high magnetic field, 
(6) preparation of conducting polymers and characterisation at low temperature under magnetic field. 
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3. (a) Preparation and characterisation of Diamond and DLC films, nanostructured semiconductor films and 
epilayers, 
(b) Preparation and characterisation of CIS solar cell. 
4. (a) Preparation of conducting polymer composites and their characterisation, 
(b) ТСО (ZnO) by sol gel method. 
There are however 3 theoretical groups who have done theoretical works of considerable importance : 
1. (a) Multiphoton ionisation in atomic and molecular collission, possibility of lasing without population inversion 
and development of a gauze field theory. 
2. (a) Multiphoton dissociation, stimulated Raman and hyper-Raman Scattering in atoms and molecules. 


3. (a) Electronic band structure studies of a number of rare-earth compounds. 


Theoretical Physics Department 


Positron molecule scattering has been studied including all degrees of freedom for the first time. Elaborate 
calculations on capture of electrons in ion-atom collisions have been carried out. The ionization of atom by electron 
(Positron) has been investigated. The properties of the pseudoscalar heavey meson like B and D have been studed 
within and beyond the standard model. The equation of states and thermodynamics as asymmetric nuclear matter 
occuring in pre-supernova collapse have been studied. Energy levels of Frohlich polarons in a symmetric quantum 
have been studied. Investigations carried out in astroparticle physics and particle astronomy are worth mentioning. 
Spherical limit of dynamical models were investigated. Areas of work also include many-body effects in neutrino 
physics. 


Spectroscopy Department 


In Spectroscopy Department charge transfer contribution to SERS, crystalline state reactions vibrational relaxation 
and molecular geometry have been investigated using Laser Raman Spectroscopy. Absorption, steady state and 
time resolved luminescence spectroscopy have been used to study energy transfer in restricted geometrics, photo 
induced electron transfer in donor acceptor systems, second order spin orbit coupling and photorotamerism in 
certain heterocyclic molecules, photoenolization in excited state, orientation and aggregation of molecules in 
Langmuir-Blodgett films. Dynamical behaviour of Goldstone and soft mode in the vicinity of phase transition 
temperature has been studied and a theoretical approach to the variation of phase transition temperature from 
non chiral to chiral smectic C* phase has been adopted. Nonlinear electrical conduction, dark and photoconduction 
have been investigated in some organometallic compounds and conducting polymers organised in LB films. A fish- 


autoionising states has been investigated. 


Energv Research Unit 


During the period under review considerable progress has been made towards the development of materials and 
fabrication technology for Multijunction a-Si solar cell. The performance of the solar ceil which has been achieved 
is suitable for production for modules of power application. Steps have been taken towards commercialisation of 
this technology. 


Excellent work has been done towards modelling for a-Si solar cell and interesting results have been obtained 
for improving their performance. 

In addition to the development of a-Si solar cell work has been initiated towards development of process, 
materials and fabrication technology for Polycrystalline silicon solar cell. This activity is being funded by MNES 
and Indo-French Centre for Advanced Research. 
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Recently under a project sponsored by Deptt. of Science & Technology laboratory is being set up for Plasma 
Diagnostics. This would considerably help activities on materials development for solar cell. 


We have collaboration with an Institute in Germany for material aspects of a-Si solar cell and with France 
on development of Polycrystalline silicon solar cell. 


MLS Professor’s Unit 


Work has been carried out on preparation and characterisation of barium hexaferrites in nanocrystalline form by 
the glass-ceramic route, electrical properties of bismuth-substituted solf ferrites, composites of ferroelectric glass- 
ceramics and semiconducting nanodispersoids, nanocomposites of metal in a gel medium by electrodeposition 
and their electrical behaviour, nanoparticles of oxide in a silicate glass. 


Physical Chemistry Department 


The quantum evolution of a chaotic system in contact with surroundings has been investigated to identify three 
distinct stages of quanted evolution. 

Novel experimental results were obtained in the dynamics of solvation in the restricted environments 
(reversed micelles, zeolites etc.) à 

Dr. Kankan Bhattacharyya has been awarded the Shanti Swarup Bhatnagar Award of the CSIR 
in 1997. 

Prof. D Mukherjee was elected a member of the International Quantum Academy of Science 
in 1997. 


Inorganic Chemistry Department 


Selected contributions of the Deptt. of Inorganic Chemistry during the year 1997-98 include syntheses of specially 
designed low spin iron (Ш) and manganese (III) complexs, azamacrocyclic transition metal complexes, platinum 
organometallics, mixed valent oxovanadium species, complexes exhibiting unusual coordination geometry and 
linkage isomerism ; metal promoted chemical and photochemical transformation and activation of C N single bond 
in organic molecules ; application of rittner's model in ionic diatomic molecules, reactivity of platinum (II) and 
palladium (Il) complexes with nitrogen bases and redox behaviour of nickel (II) (Ш) (IV) and iron (Il) complexes, and 
fixation of carbon dioxide in complexed cadmium (ll) species. 


Organic Chemistry Department 


The department is actively persuing researches in the area of synthesis of complex natural products of plant and 
marine origin which are biologically and ecologically important, development for novel methods of synthetic 
transformations, studies on excited state behaviour of molecules and heterocyclic chemistry. Radical induced 
carbon-carbon bond formation and bond scissons and acid-catalysed molecular reorganisations have been 
employed for synthesis of sesquiterpenes like cedrene etc. and lignans. Application of transition metals like 
palladium, copper etc. derivatives has uncovered new methods of synthesis of some biologically active uracils and 
related compounds. Utility of metals and their salts in selective functional group manupulations has been explored 
and generalised. 


Biological Chemistry Department 


In the Biological Chemistry Deptt. with the objective of preparing vaccine against E. coli 0128, 0125 and 0126 
causing infantile diarrhoea, the structure of the O-antigenic part of lipopolysaccharide has been determined. 
Immunodominant oligosaccharides related to E. coli Klebsiella and different Shigella dysenteriae have been 
synthesised. New methodologies to construct novel syntheses have been developed. Lectins from diverse origins 
have been chemically characterised and ultrastructural localisation of lectin in the seeds and different parts of Saraca 
indica flower has been determined by TEM. Diagnostic methodology of ascariasis has been developed. Nutritive 
value of K. Fragilis food yeast and Pleauretus sajorcaju edible mushroom have been ascertained and found to 
be a good source of essential fatty acids and vitamins. The vital clue leading to the understanding of the biochemical 
basis of malignancy with reference to methyl glyoxal has been established. 
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Polymer Science Unit 

1. Interpenetrating polymer network composites of polypyrrole and some conevntional matrix polymers 
having outstanding low percolation thresholds have been prepared. 

2. The mechanism of stabilization of polyacrylamide dispersions has been worked out. 

3. Thiophosphoryldisulphides have been used to make coherent blend vulcanizates obtained from ethylene- 
propylene rubber and carboxylated nitrile rubber which differ greatly in polarity. 

4. The blend morphology of poly (vinylidene fluoride) crystals in the presence of polymethyl methacrylate 
has been studied. 

5. The interfacial and bulk properties of various combinations of anionic, cationic and nonionic surfactants 
have been studied.

MODEL ACADEMIC CALENDER FOR THE UNIVERSITIES AND COLLEGES 


On the recommendation ‘of the Central Advisory Board of Education, the UGC with the help of a Committee 
formulated Model Academic Calender accepted by the Commission was Circulated to all the Universities/ 
Institutions in July, 1989. 

The UGC guidelines provide that the following could be considered as a model academic ‘calender for the 
first degree students for suitable adoption by the Universities in a State : 


— 1st Monday of July : Beginning of academic session for the second and third year students. 
— 3rd Monday of July : Beginning of academic session for the first year students. 

— 14th August з Last date for admissions. 

— 15th May (next year) Y All examinations are completed. 

— 30th June (next year): Declaration of all results. 


Besides, as per UGC regulations on minimum standards for grant of first degree, the number of working 
days in every university enrolling the students for the first degree course shall not be less than180 days in the 
academic year. The UGC Regulations also provide that every university shall furnish information in this regard 
to the UGC within 60 dyas of the close of the academic year. 


The above provisions were made mandatory vide UGC regulations, issued on 25th November, 1985.
